SIR: I have the honor to inclose reports of two important decisions 
recently rendered by the supreme court of Hawaii. 

The first of these decisions (Peacock & Co. v. Republie of Hawaii, 
Lovejoy & Co. v. Republic of Hawaii) decides that the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment may collect the customs duties prescribed by its laws, not- 
withstanding-the provisions of the Constitution of the United States. 
This is the case reported as instituted in my dispatch, No. 47, of Feb- 
ruary 3, 1899. . 

The second case`is that of Republic of Hawaii v. Edwards, which 
decides that felons may be prosecuted now as prior to annexation, 
without the intervention of à grand jury and convicted by nine out 
of twelve petit jurors, as permitted by Hawaiian statutes, notwith- 
Standing the provisions of the Constitution of the United States and 
the elause in the Newland's resolution providing for the continuation 
of Hawaiian municipal legislation not inconsistent with that Consti- 
tution. 

The importance of these decisions attracts general attention, and 
they have been subjected to much criticism, especially by members 
of the bar. 

I am informed confidentially that an effort will be made, by a ship- 
ment from here of goods of American manufacture which have paid 
the Hawaiian duties, to bring the point involved in the decision of the 
Peacock Case before the Supreme Court of the United States.

Jupp, C. J., FREAR AND WHITING, JJ.: 


The Constitution of the United States was designed to meet the requirements of a 
sovereign nation and must be construed with reference to recognized prinei- 
ples of municipal and international law; it implies the power to acquire terri- 
tory by cession or conquest, and that power carries with it all necessary and 
proper incidental powers. Among these is the power, recognized by the law 
of nations and founded on necessity, to permit, either through inaction or by 
positive provision, the government of a newly acquired country to continue 

or such reasonable time as may be deemed necessary and proper by the 
political department of the acquiring government; and this is so whether the 
country is acquired by conquest or cession, by treaty or joint resolution. 

The joint resolution of Congress to provide for annexing the Hawaiian Islands to 
the United States provided, among other things, that ‘‘ Until legislation shall 
be enacted extending the United States customs laws and reguiations to the 
Hawaiian Islands the existing. customs relations of the Hawaiian Islands with 
the United States and other countries shall remain unchanged." Heid, That 
until such legislation by Congress the government of Hawaii may lawfully 

' collect the customs duties prescribed by its laws, notwithstanding the pro- 
eh visions of the Constitution of the United States that “all duties, imposts, and 
! excises shall be uniform throughout the United States," and “nor shall ves- 

sels bound to, or from, one State be obliged to enter, clear, or pay duties in 
another,” and even if the words ** United States" and “State” in said pro- 

. Visions are to be construed as including, for the purposes of ordinary or per: 
manent legislation, the territory belonging to the United States as well as the 
Several States proper. 


OPINION OF THE COURT BY FREAR, J. 


These are actions, the first for $30,315.57, the second for $11,305.06, 
moneys alleged to have been had and received by the defendant to 
the use of the plaintiffs respettively, namely, moneys collected by the 

' defendant as customs duties at Honolulu since the annexation of 
a Hawaii to the United States and paid by the plaintiffs under protest. 
These moneys are alleged to have been collected at divers times in the 
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- first complaint from August 15, 1898, to January 26, 1899, and in the 
second complaint from September 28, 1898, to February 1,1899. The 
eomplaints contain the various allegations required by our statute 
(Civ. L., sec. 1535) relating to suits against the Government and fur- 
ther allegations to the effect that in pursuance of a joint resolution of 
the Congress of the United States approved July 7, 1898, the Hawaiian 
Islands did, on August 12, 1898, the date of the transfer of sovereignty, 
become a part of the territory of the United States; that no military 
eonquest of said islands by the United States has ever taken place; 
that the said islands have not, nor has the said port of Honolulu, ever 
been under the controlof the military forces of the United States; 
that more than a reasonable time has elapsed for the Congress of the 
United States to legislate concerning the imposition in the Hawaiian 
Islands of the tariff in force in the United States, and for a collector 
to assume control of the port of Honolulu in pursuance of such legis- 
lation; and that in said joint resolution, the said Congress did enact 
positive legislation concerning the customs laws of the Hawaiian 
Islands, which legislation is unconstitutional and void. 

The defendant demurred in each case on a number of grounds, only 
one of whichis relied on—the general one that the complaint does not 
state facts sufficient to constitute a cause of action. : 

The substantial question raised is whether the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment could continue, after the annexation of these islands to the 
United States, to collect duties at the rates prescribed by Hawaiian 
laws in force immediately before annexation, the contention of the 
plaintiffs being that this is prohibited by the following clauses of the 
Constitution of the United States: i 


All duties, imposts, and excises shall be uniform throughout the United States 
(Article I, section 8). 

Nor shall vessels bound to, or from, one State, be obliged to enter, clear, or pay 
duties in another. (Article I, section 9). 


The joint resolution referred to is as follows: 
JOINT RESOLUTION to provide for annexing the Hawaiian Islands to the United States. 


Whereas the Government of the Republic of Hawaii having, in due form, sig- 
nified its consent, in the manner provided by its constitution, to cede absolutely 
and without reserve to the United States of America all rights of sovereignty of 
whatsoever kind in and over the Hawaiian Islands and their dependencies, and also 
to cede and transfer to the United States absolute fee and ownership of all publie, 
Government, or Crown lands, publie buildings or edifices, ports, harbors, military 
equipment, and all other public property of every kind and description belonging 
to the Government of the Hawaiian Islands, together with every right and appur- 
tenance thereunto appertaining: Therefore, ` 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That said cession is accepted, ratified, and con- 
firmed, and that the said Hawaiian Islands and their dependencies be, and they 
are hereby, annexed as a part of the territory of the United States and are subject 
to the sovereign dominion thereof, and that all and singular the property and 
rights hereinbefore mentioned are vested in the United States of America. 

The existing laws of the United States relative to public lands shall not apply 
to such lands in the Hawaiian Islands; but the Congress of the United States shall 
enact special laws for their management and disposition: Provided, That all reve- 
nue from or proceeds of the same, except as regards such part thereof_as may be 
used or occupied for the civil, military, or naval purposes of the United States, or 
may be assigned for the use of the local government, shall be used solely for the 
benefit of the inhabitants of the Hawaiian Islands for educational and other pub- 
lic purposes. * j 

Until Congress shall provide for the government of such islands all the civil, 
judicial, and military powers exercised by the officers of the existing government 
in said islands shall be vested in such person or persons and shall be exercised in 
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such manner as the President of the United States shall direct; and the president 
shall have power to remove said officers and fill the vacancies so occasioned. 

The existing treaties of the Hawaiian Islands with foreign nations shall forthwith 
cease and determine, being replaced by such treaties as may exist, or as may be 


- hereafter concluded, between the United States and such foreign nations. The 


municipal legislation of the Hawaiian Islands, not enacted for the fulfillment of 
the treaties so extinguished, and not inconsistent with this joint resolution nor 
contrary to the Constitution of the United States nor to any existing treaty of the 
United States, shall remain in force until the Congress of the United States shall 
otherwise determine, 

Until legislation shall be enacted extending the United States customs laws and 
regulations to the Hawaiian Islands the existing customs relations of the Hawaiian 
Islands with the United States and other countries shall remain unchanged. 

The public debt of the Republic of Hawaii, lawfully existing at the date of the 

assage of this joint resolution, including the amounts due to depositors in the 
awaiian Postal Savings Bank, is hereby assumed by the Government of the 
United States; but the liability of the United Statesin this regard shall in no case 
exceed four million dollars. So long, however, as the existing Government and 
the present commercial relations of the Hawaiian Islands are continued as herein- 
before provided said Government shall continue to pay the interest on said debt. 

There shall be no further immigration of Chinese into the Hawaiian Islands, 
except upon such conditions as are now or may hereafter be allowed by the laws 
of the United States; and no Chinese, by reason of anything herein contained, 
shall be allowed to enter the United States from the Hawaiian Islands. 

The President shall appoint five commissioners, at least two of whom shall be 
residents of the Hawaiian Islands, who shall, as soon as reasonably practicable, 
recommend to Congress such legislation concerning the Hawaiian Islands as they 
shall deem necessary or proper. 

Src. 2. That the commissioners hereinbefore provided for shall be appointed by 
the President, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 

Src. 3. That the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, and to be immediately available, to be expended at the 
discretion of the President of the United States of America, for the purpose of car- 
rying this joint resolution into effect. 


These are two of a number of cases argued at this term which involve 
questions of the application of various provisions of the Constitution 
of the United States to territory belonging to the United States and, 
whether ‘‘ Territories,” strictly speaking, or mere possessions, forming 
part of what Mr. Chief Justice Marshall called the American Empire 
and yet not a part of the United States, in the more restricted mean- 
ing, as composed of the several States proper. It is perfectly clear 
from their subject-matter or their express language that some pro- 
visions of the Constitution of the United States apply to the States 
proper only and not to territory merely belonging to the United States. 
But there are many provisions in regard to which there is a greater or 
less degree of uneertainty. Of these, some—as, for example, several 
of the amendments—are very general in form, containing nothing 
within themselves to indicate whether they were intended to limit the 
power of Congress with respect to whatever territory it might be exer- 
eised or to limit it only in so far as the States proper or their inhabit- 
ants might be affected. Others, like those now in question, contain 
some clew to their intended scope—as, for instance, the words ‘‘ United 
States” or the word ‘‘State”—and yet there is some uncertainty as to 
whether these words were used in their broader or their narrower 
sense. And so, notwithstanding the amount of thought that has been 
bestowed upon these questions for more than a century, jurists still 
differ widely in their views in regard to them. See, for example, the 
articles by Profs. C. C. Langdell, of Harvard, and S. E. Baldwin, of 
Yale, in the Harvard Law Review for February, 1899. 

One reason why these questions have not been definitely settled by 
judicial decisions is because Congress in its general legislation has 
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usually included expressly or by implication the Territories with the 
States, and in its organic acts creating governments for the Territories 
-has usually expressly provided that the Constitution of the United 
States should have the same force and effect in the Territories as else- 
where in the United States, and consequently it has often been suffi- 
cient in passing upon acts passed by the Territorial legislatures to 
hold that the provisions of the Constitution were in force in the Ter- 
ritories by express act of Congress, whether also in force there per se 
_or ex proprio vigore or not. But in the present case Congress has not 
extended its general customs laws to Hawaii, nor has it extended to 
Hawaii the provision of the Constitution in question. On the con- 
trary, it.expressly provided in the jointresolution of annexation that— 
Until legislation shall be enacted extending the United States customs laws and 


regulations to the Hawaiian Islands the existing customs relations of the Hawaiian 
Islands with the United States and other countries shall remain unchanged. 


It is true the resolution contains also the following provision, which, 
if standing alone, might at least afford ground for argument by impli- 
cation that the Constitution was intended to be extended to these 
islands: 

The municipal legislation of the Hawaiian Islands, not enacted for the fulfill- 
ment of the treaties so extinguished, and not inconsistent with this joint resolu- 
tion nor contrary to the Constitution of the United States nor to any existing 
treaty of the United States, shall remain in force until the Congress shall other- 
wise determine, 


But this provision is clearly controlled, so far as customs laws and 
regulations are concerned, by the more specific provision immediately 
following it and above set forth. Therefore, while on the one hand 
we can not hold that the constitutional provisions in question are in 
force here on the strength of those decisions which have been based 
on express acts of Congress purporting to extend the Constitution to 
the Territories, yet on the other hand there is nothing in those deci- 
sions to prevent our holding that the provisions in question are notin 
force here. 

It is a general principle that courts should not pass upon difficult 
and grave questions of constitutional power and declare statutes 
invalid where this can be avoided. In harmony with this principle, 
we desire to go no further in the present cases than it is necessary to 
go. And it seems to us that the limits of the field of our discussion 
may be greatly narrowed by the recognition of a distinction, which 
we believe there is ample ground to sustain,- between territory belong- 
ing to the United States, whether possessing an organized form of ` 
government or not, after Congress has enacted such legislation as 
amounts in effect to a declaration by that branch of the government 
that the territory is to be henceforth regarded as fully incorporated 
into the American Empire, and territory in regard to which no such 
representation has been made by the political department of the 
government and which may be regarded, at least for certain purposes, 
as in a transition state or only inchoately annexed. We do not mean 
to assert that Congress may lawfully suspend the operation of the 
Constitution or by inaction lawfully postpone its operation indefinitely 
where otherwise it would be in force, but merely that the Constitu- 
tion was framed by reasonable men and with reference to recognized 
principles, and ought therefore to be construed with reference to such 
principles. To illustrate, the Constitution contains many provisions 
intended as safeguards of the fundamental rights of life, liberty, and 
property, and yet thes may of necessity be entirely disregarded 


at 
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under certain circumstances in time of war—not because necessity 
authorizes a breach of the Constitution, but because it makes that 
constitutional or lawful which would otherwise be unconstitutional or 
unlaw£Zül; in other words, because it is only another name for a differ- 
enez'of circumstances, and the law applicable to one set of circum- 
s#inces is not applicable to an essentially different set of circum- 


^ stances. Expressed in another way, the Constitution itself provides 


for a state of war as well as a state of peace, and the law applicable 
to a state of war, as determined by the usages and customs of nations, 
differs from the law applicable to a state of peace. 

Similarly, the Constitution contemplates the acquisition of territory, 
and that, too, either by cession or by conquest. This is necessarily 
implied from the power to make treaties and the power to declare war. 
And whether one of these methods of acquiring territory or the other . 
is pursued, the recognized and appropriate rules applicable to such 
cases may be followed. For instance, the joint resolution annexing 
these islands to the United States, regarded as an act of Congress, 
would, in accordance with the general rule applicable to acts of Con- 
gress, no other date being named, take effect upon its approval by 
the President, July 7, 1898. Indeed, it purports to take effect at once. 
It is in the present tense. The islands ‘‘are hereby annexed.” And 
yet no one would seriously contend that annexation took place before 
the transfer of sovereignty, August 12, 1898. For, although the 
United States‘may acquire territory by joint resolution of Congress 
under the Constitution (at-least, it does not lie with this court to hold 
the contrary), and although Congress purported to annex these islands 
in that manner forthwith, yet both the Constitution and the joint 
resolution must be taken to have been adopted with reference to the 
recognized principles of municipal and international law, one of 
which is that, after the analogy of a deed of real property, a change of 
sovereignty does not ordinarily take effect until delivery. Chancellor 
Kent says: 

‘With respect to the cession of places or territories by a treaty of peace, though 
the treaty operates from the making of it, it is a principle of public law that the. 
national character of the place agreed to be surrendered by treaty continues as it 
was under the character of the ceding country until it be actually transferred. 
* * * The practice of nations has been conformable to this principle, and the 
conventional law of nations is full of instances of this kind, (1 Com., 177.) 


It is therefore conceded that the Constitution did not take effect 
here until at least a month and five days after the joint resolution 
became lew, although that resolution was in the present tense and 

~ aithough by its terms no further act, such as a formal transfer of 
possession or sovereignty or a proclamation by the President, was 
required to complete annexation. Hence itis alleged in the complaint 
that these islands were annexed on August 12, 1898, not on July 7, 
1898. 

Again, suppose these islands had been acquired by conquest instead 

of by cession, as was the case with Puerto Rico and the Philippines. 
' In such ease also, as is conceded, the Constitution would not be in 
force at least until further action by the lawmaking or the treaty- 
making power. Until then the islands would be under military rule 
and occupation by the Executive as commander in chief. And yet 
the islands would in a certain sense belong to the United States. They 
would not be independent or belong to any other power. Other nations 
would be obliged to treat them as belonging to the United States, but 
they would not be regarded in all respects a part of the United States 
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as to matters of internal administration. They would, in other words, 
be regarded as a part of the American empire for some purposes and 
not for other purposes. They would not be fully incorporated as a 
part of the United States. The commander in chief might even yield 
them up to their former owner or abandon them without consulting 
Congress. The Constitution in providing for a state of war contem- 
plates the usages and eustoms of war—founded on necessity. Hence 
it is alleged in the complaint that no military conquest of these islands 
by the United States has ever taken place and that the islands have 
never been under the control of the military forces of the United States. 
, _ But let us go a step further. How would it be after a treaty of peace 
had been negotiated and ratified, formally ceding the conquered ter 
ritory to the United States, and until Congress should provide a gov- 
ernment for it or enact other legislation in regard to it? Would the 
Constitution extend to it forthwith ex proprio vigore, with the result 
that crime could not be suppressed because there was no provision for 
a grand jury or for unanimous verdicts by petit juries, and questions 
of private -right could not be settled for the same reason that there 
was no provision for unanimous verdicts, and the right of the people, 
however hostile, to keep and bear arms, could not be infringed, and 
trade with other countries might be suspended because there was no 
law extending the United States shipping and customs laws to the 
newly acquired territory and no machinery for the collection of duties 
under United States laws, and vessels registered under ‘the laws of the 
acquired territory would be without a flag, and so that, in a word, 
there would be anarchy in place of order? If the Constitution would 
not extend forthwith to newly acquired territory in case of conquest 
and treaty of peace, is there any reason why it should in case of an 
acquisition by cession alone? It may be that there would be.a differ- 
ence between the two cases as to the powers of the President without 
further authority from Congress, such as, by the way, was given in 
the joint resolution in question, and also as to the body of laws that 
would remain in force until further act of Congress, but could there 
be any difference founded in reason as to whether the Constitution 
extended in all respect to the newly acquired territory immediately? 
It seems to be conceded that there is at least room for argument that 
in a case of conquest, and perhaps also in a case of cession, the Con- 
stitution would not be extended until Congress had had a reasonable 
time in which to act, for it is alleged in the complaint that more than 
a reasonable time has elapsed for the Congress of the United States to 
legislate concerning the imposition in the Hawaiian Islands of the 
tariff in force in the United States and for a collector to assume con- 
trol of the port of Honolulu in pursuance of such legislation. But 
assuming that Congress were bound to enact within a reasonable 
time suitable legislation so that the provisions of the Constitution 
could be enforced, and if, after the analogy of the practice of courts 
in taking question from juries or setting aside their verdicts in extreme 
eases or in reviewing the exercise of discretion by inferior courts in 
case of abuse, it should be assumed that the courts could review the 
decision of Congress as to what is a reasonable time, in ease it should 
"long defer action, can any pretense be made that such action has been 
deferred unreasonably in the present instance? The joint resolution 
of annexation was passed just before adjournment in July, 1898. 
Provision was made in the resolution itself for the appointment of a 
commission to recommend suitable legislation ‘‘as soon as reason- 
ably practicable.” The commission was appointed forthwith and 
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completed its labors in time to submit its report to the President 
before the next session of Congress, and the President transmitted it 
to Congress immediately after it convened. A bill embodying the 
legislation reeommended was at once introduced in eaeh branch of 
Congress and referred to committees. The committees entered upon 
their work at once and continued it without unnecessary interruption 
until they had finished it and then immediately reported the bills. If 
the bill had been given right of way over allother business as soon 
as it was reported back. to the House, had been passed immediately 
without debate or conference, telegraphed at once to San Francisco, 
and sent to Honolulu by the first steamer sailing thereafter, it would 
not have arrived here until the last day mentioned in one of the com- 
plaints and five days after the last day mentioned in the other com- 
plaint. As matter of fact, the bill was not passed at that session, but 
it was the short session, and there was an unusual amount of other 
important business to occupy the time at the disposal of Congress. 
We are of the opinion, however, that the question of what is a reason- 
able time in a case of this kind, if such a question is involved at all, 
is one entirely within the discretion of Congress and one with which 
the courts have nothing to do. 

But to return to the question whether any distinction can be made 
between cases. of conquest followed by treaty and cases of cession, 
with reference to whether the Constitution extends to the new terri- 
tory at once or only after Congress has indicated that it is to bo, 
regarded as fully incorporated into the American empire. What 
reason ean be assigned for any such distinction? If the Constitution 
is not in force in the newly acquired territory at once in either case, 


' is it not because of necessity—a necessity with reference to which, and 


to the recognized principles growing out'of it, the Constitution must 
be presumed to have been framed? Can it be said that there is not 
the same necessity in the case of cession as in the case of conquest, 
because in the former case time may be taken to provide for a change 
of laws and government before the cession is made? Could it not be 
said with equal force that such time might be taken before the ratifi- 
cation of a treaty of peace in case of conquest? Indeed, could not the 
United States, as a nation with the powers of a nation, stipulate in 
the treaty of peace for the cession of territory not conquered or occu- 
pied though belonging to the vanished enemy, and yet could it be 
reasonably contended that in such ease the ratification of the treaty 
should be postponed until suitable legislation could be enacted for 
the new territory? The framers of the Constitution were reasonable 
men and did not intend anything ridiculous or futile or to provide for 
a nation without ordinary national or sovereign powers. But even in 
the case of a pure cession not preceded by war with the ceding power, 
can it be said that there is always or even usually ample time for the 
enactment of suitable legislation without the danger of working great 
injustice through hasty action? . 
'The history of the United States would seem to indicate that terri- 
tory is apt to be acquired by eession suddenly rather than after options 
obtained for a length of time sufficient to provide permanently for the 
interests of the territory. Nations are usually obliged to take terri- 
tory by cession, if at all, when they can get it or when the ceding 
power is willing to part withit. The annexation of these islands them- 
selves was effected suddenly, and at that particular time owing largely 
to very extraordinary circumstances that arose suddenly. The pur- 
poses for which territory may be acquired are manifold, and among 
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them are many which may admit of no delay on the part of the acquir- 
ing nation, to say nothing of the possibility of a change of plans on 
the part of the ceding nation. Hence the power to aequire terrritory 
by cession, like that to acquire territory by conquest, carries with it 
all necessary and proper incidental powers. "Indeed,in the case of 
cession there may be reasons for the rule in question that may not 
exist in a case of conquest. For in a case of cession the ceding nation 
must be consulted and may not be willing to cede except on condition 
or with the understanding that no changes are to be made in the laws 
of the ceded territory with undue. haste, and at the same time the 
people of the ceded territory are the ones for the time being concerned, 
and if they are willing to remain for a time under the laws they have 
themselves made and become accustomed to, there can be no objection 
to permitting this, so far as mere reason is concerned. 

. Butitis argued further that Congress has already acted in this 
ease. It is alleged in the complaint that in the joint resolution Con- 
gress did enact positive legislation concerning the customs laws of the 
Hawaiian Islands, which legislation, it is also alleged, is unconstitu- 
tional and void. Reference is here made to the clause in the joint 
resolution which provides that— 

Until legislation shall be enacted extending the United States customs laws and 
regulations to the Hawaiian Islands the existingcustoms relations of the Hawaiian 
Islands with the United States and other countries shall remain unchanged. 


Now, in the first place, the mere fact that Congress has taken some 
action in regard to newly acquired territory is not sufficient to indicate 
that in its opinion such territory has become or ought to be considered 
fully incorporated into the American empire. If annexationisaccom- 
plished by joint resolution, that of itself is action by Congress with 
reference to the territory acquired. That is not sufficient. There 
must be legislation of such extent or of such character as to indicate 
thatin the opinion of Congress the territory has become essentially a 
part of the United States. The legislation must be something more 
than of a mere temporary or provisional character. If the clause of 
the joint resolution referred to indicates anything it indicates, espe- 
cially when taken in cohnection with other clauses, that Congress was 
of the opinion that it was not then in a position to make permanent pro- 
vision for these islands and that it needed further light and further 
time to enable it to do so. In the second place, this legislation con- 
tinuing Hawaiian customs relations can not be held unconstituticnal 
and void as positive independent legislation in contravention of the 
clause of the Constitution in question. : The joint resolution must be 
treated as à whole. It is an attempt to annex these islands to a cer- 
tain extent or for certain purposes for the time being, full annexation. 
to be completed at a later period. Not but that the sovereignty of 
these islands was intended to pass wholly to the United States, but 
an attempt was made to create a relation between the United States 
and these islands in some respects similar to that between the United 
States and conquered territory under military occupation, in which 
ease the territory is regarded as United States territory by foreign 
nations, but is still regarded for certain purposes at least as foreign 
territory by the United States, although the source of the President's 
power to act in the two cases may be different. 

Territory may be annexed by treaty whether by treaty of peace or 
treaty in time of peace. Is this power limited by the Constitution as 
to the extent to which, the character in which, or the purposes for 
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which the territory may be acquired? May it not. be acquired to as 
full or to as limited an extent as the purposes for which it is desired 
require? It may be annexed as a state, as an organized territory, as 
an unorganized territory, or for the purposes of a naval station or a 
cable landing, or for any one of a thousand other purposes. A pro- 
tectorate even might be assumed over it without annexation as that 
term is generally understood, although it would in a certain sense 
practically amount to annexation to a certain extent or for certain 
purposes. Where is the line to be drawn? May not territory be per- 
manently acquired by treaty to a certain extent or for certain pur- 
poses and not for other purposes? Let us assume not, for the sake of 
argument. Still, is the manner in which the territory may be acquired 
by treaty limited? If the United States needs certain territory for. 
certain purposes immediately and may constitutionally acquire and 
hold it for all purposes permanently, but can not immediately enact 
the legislation requisite, in case the Constitution should be extended 
at once and the ceding power will not consent toan immediate cession 
unless its own laws continue so that life, liberty, and property may be 
protected until such time as Congress can substitute other appropriate 
laws consistently with the Constitution of the United States, could not 
the cession take place sub modo or for certain purposes immediately 
and all purposes ultimately? 

Would not this be an appropriate method of accomplishing a con- 
stitutional end? Or must it be said that the United States, with the 
power to make treaties, with the power to acquire territory, and with 
‘the usual attributes of sovereignty, could not acquire the territory in 
question merely because it could not acquire it in a particular mode— 
the only mode in which it could be acquired in the given case? And 
if territory may be so acquired by treaty, it may be so acquired by 
joint resolution, if it may be acquired at all by joint resolution. The 
method of acquiring territory by joint resolution is no more limited 
than that of acquiring it by treaty. The clause continuing Hawaiian 
customs relations is not to be regarded as independent, positive, uncon- 
stitutional legislation, inconsistent with the remaining portion of the 
resolution, but as, in connection with the remaining portion of the 
resolution, indicating an intention to effect annexation for the time 
being to only a certain extent, though it contemplates the extension 
of the United States customs laws in full at a subsequent date. This 
view is strengthened by the fact that the joint resolution is in the 
nature of a contract between two parties, although passed by one of 
the parties alone. It is in almost the exact language of a treaty of 
annexation negotiated between the governments of the United States 
and Hawaii and ratified by the Hawaiian senate, but not by the Senate 
of the United States. It purports, as shown by the recital and first 
part of the resolution, to be an acceptance of the offer contained in 
the treaty ratified by the Hawaiian senate. The Hawaiian govern- 
ment assented only to the terms set forth in the resolution. 

"We have endeavored thus far to show that the Constitution of the 
United States was framed by reasonable men to provide for the require- 
ments of a sovereign nation and must be construed with reference to 
recognized principles; that, construed with reference to those princi- 
ples, all its provisions that may be ultimately applicable to acquired ^ 
territory do not necessarily extend to it of their own force immediately 

‘upon conquest or the ratification of a treaty or the passage of a joint 
resolution of annexation; that this is well settled in certain cases, as, 
for instance, in case of cession until transfer of possession and in case 
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of conquest until treaty of peace; that there is much reason to believe 
that it may be so even after transfer of possession or treaty of peace 
until such action is taken by Congress as indicates that incorporation 
of the new territory into the United States is regarded as completed; 
that there is no distinction in this respect founded in reason between 
a cession in a treaty of peace and a cession by treaty in time of peace, 
or between a cession by treaty and a cession in pursuance of a joint 
resolution, and that the power to acquire by treaty or joint resolution 
as well as the power to acquire by conquest carries with it all neces- 
sary and proper incidental powers, one of which may be the temporary 
continuation of the laws of the acquired territory, though inconsistent 
with certain specific provisions of the Constitution, the duration of 
which temporary status is within the discretion of Congress. In 
drawing a distinction between territory fully incorporated and terri- 
tory incorporated only sub modo in the American empire, we do not 
wish to be understood as expressing an opinion one way or the other 
as to whether, after such territory has become fully so incorporated, 
the provisions of the Constitution in question are in force there ex pro- 
prio vigore or not. We assume merely for the purposes of argument 
that they are. ; : 

It remains to examine the precedents to some extent. 

In England the rule seems to be that in ease of territory acquired 
by right of discovery, the laws of England, so far as applicable, are 
at once in force, because there are no other laws in force; in case of 
aconquered territory, the King, without the consent of Parliament, and 
in ease of ceded territory, with the consent of Parliament, may make 
new laws; but until he does the old laws remain in force. Says Black- 
stone (1 Com., 107): 

In conquered or ceded countries that have already laws of their own the King 


may indeed alter and change those laws; but till he does actually change them 
the ancient laws of the country remain, unless such as are against the law of God, 


No distinction was made between conquered and ceded countries as 
to whether the old laws remained in force until changed by the acquir- 
ing country. In Blankard v. Galdy (2 Salk., 411), the court said: 

That it was impossible the laws of this nation, by mere conquest, without more, 
should take place in a conquered gountry; because for a time there must want 
officers, without which our laws can have no force. 


This reasoning applies with equal force to ceded countries. (See 
also Calvin’s Case, 7 Rep., 17; 2 P.Wms.,75; Campbell v. Hall, Cowp., 
204; Attorney-General v. Stewart, 2 Meriv., 143.) 

Now let us turn to the United States. Chancellor Kent says (1 
Com., 178, note (a) ): i 

The laws, usages, and municipal regulations in force atthe time of the conquest 
or cession remain in force until changed by the new sovereign, [The italics 
are his.] s 

The first acquisition of territory by the United States was by ces- 
sion. The vast Territory of Louisiana was ceded by France to the 
United States by treaty concluded April 30, 1803, the ratifications of 
which were exchanged at Washington, Octobor 21, 1803, and pro- 
claimed the same day. It was provided in Article III of this treaty 

“that: f 

The inhabitants of the ceded Territory shall be incorporated in the Union of the 

United States, and admitted as soon as. possible, according to the principles of 


the Federal Constitution, to the enjoyment of all the rights, advantages, and 
immunities of citizens of the United States; and in the meantime they shall be 


 Baviour or the Virgin Mary had his tongue cut out and his property confiscated, 
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maintained and protected in the free enjoyment of their liberty, property, and the 
religion they profess. 


And in Article VIL, that— 


As it is reciprocally advantageous to the commerce of France and the United 
States to encourage the communication of both nations. for a limited time in the 
country ceded by the present treaty, until general arrangements relative to the 
commerce of both nations may be agreed upon, it has been agreed between the 
contracting parties that the French ships coming directly from France or any of 
her colonies, loaded only with the produce and manufactures of France or her 
said colonies, and the ships of Spain coming directly from Spain or any of her 
colonies, loaded only with the produce or manufactures of Spain or her colonies, 
shall be admitted during the space of twelve years in the port of New Orleans, and 
in all other legal ports of entry within the ceded territory, in the same manner as 
the ships of the United States coming directly from France or Spain, or any of 
their colonies, without being subject to any other or greater duty on merchandise 
or other or greater tonnage than that paid by the citizens of the United States. * 


And that— 


During the space of time above mentioned no other nation shall have a right 
to the same privileges in the ports of the ceded territory. 


The treaty thus provided, somewhat as it is provided in the resolu- 
tion annexing Hawaii, for the continuation of the municipal laws of 
the territory in general until further action by Congress, and con- 
tained special provisions relating to customs and shipping matters. 
On October 31, 1803, Congress passed an act to enable the President 
to take possession of the ceded territory, in which act it was provided, 
much as in the resolution annexing Hawaii— 

That until the expiration of the present session of Congress, unless provision 
for the temporary government of the said territories be sooner made by Congress, 
all the military, civil, and judicial powers exercised by the officers of the existing 
government of the same shall be vested in such person and persons and shall be 
exercised in such manner as the President of the United States, shall direct for 
maintaining and protecting the inhabitants of Louisiana in the free enjoyment of 
their liberty, property, and religion. 


Possession was delivered December 20, 1803. It was not until the 


‘passage of the act of February 24, 1804, which took effect thirty days 


later still, that Congress extended the United States customs and 
shipping laws over Louisiana (section 1) and repealed the “‘laws laying 
any duties on the importation into the United States of goods, wares, 
and merchandise from the said territories * * * or respecting 
the commercial intercourse between the United States and the said 
territories (section 3); and in that act (section 8) special provision 
was made, in accordance with the requirements of the treaty, for 
French and Spanish ships and goods. (2 Stats. at L., 251.) It was not 
until March 24, 1804, that an act was passed providing for the gov- 
ernment of the territory. (2 Stats. at L., 283.) ` Upon the passage of 
the act of October 31, 1803, says Judge Baldwin, in his article 
already referred to, page 396— 

Jefferson immediately dispatched commissioners to New Orleans to receive the 
surrender of possession, and invested one of them, Governor Claiborne, of the Ter- 
ritory of Mississippi, with all the powers thereiofore exercised over the Louisiana 
Territory by the Governor-General and Intendant under the authority of the 
King of Spain. This made him a temporary king, and constituted the system of 
government under which Louisiana remained until October of the following 
year. The Governor-General, under the laws and usages of Spain, had almost 
royal authority. He promulgated ordinances which had the force of a statute. He 
appointed and removed at pleasure commanders over each local subdivision of 


‘territory. He presided over the highest court. * * * Judicial proceedings 


were condu in the forms of the civil law. * * * He who reviled the 


.14  DECREES OF THE SUPREME COURT OF HAWAII, ETC. 


A married woman convicted of adultery and her paramour were to be delivered up 

'to the will of the husband, with the reserve, however, that if he killed one he 
must kill both. All travelers, previous to circulating any news of importance, 
were bound to relate it to the syndic of the district, who might forbid it to go 
further if he thought such prohibition would be for the public good. There was 
a religious establishment. Two canons and twenty-five curates received salaries 
from the public treasury. : 

Somewhat similarly, upon the annexation of Hawaii the President 
of the United States invested officers with the powers theretofore 
exercised by the officers of Hawaii. There were these incidental 
points of difference. In the case of Hawaii these powers were con- 
tinued in the same officers who had previously exercised them, and 
the laws of Hawaii, while different in their particular provisions, were 
for the most part of an advanced character and in harmony with the 
Spirit of the Constitution and the laws of the United States. The 
history of the cession of the Louisiana territory and the legislation 
following it shows that thelegislative and executive departments of 
the Federal Government construed the Constitution as permitting the 
acquisition of territory under special temporary treaty provisions 
apparently inconsistent with certain provisions of the Constitution, 
and the continuation of the government of such territory under the 
laws then existing there until such time as other laws could be 


enacted in harmony ‘with the supposed requirements of the Con- 


stitution. : 
- It is true that the debate over this legislation was directed rather to 
the question of the general power of acquiring territory and the gen- 


eral powers over it when acquired rather than to what could be done . 


in a provisional way. And yet the treaty and the legislation follow- 
ing it, in so far as they were not in harmony with the alleged require- 
ments of the Constitution, were in fact of a provisional character. 
Indeed, the members of each of these departments were hard pressed 
for consistent arguments in support of whatever view they undertook 
to defend. We know what they did, whatever they said. If they did 


not distinguish sufficiently between permanent and temporary pro- - 


visions, then they committed themselves to the larger proposition that 
the provisions of the Constitution in question did not apply at all or 
at any time to territory belonging to the United States and not to.the 
narrower proposition that they applied immediately. But the position 
was taken in argument that whatever might be the extent of the 
power to legislate in the absence of a treaty provision requiring tem- 
porary supposedly unconstitutional legislation, yet the right to acquire 
involved the right to give the equivalent demanded, and therefore the 
provision of the treaty giving special privileges in respect of customs 
duties and shipping for twelve years could be supported as part of the 
price of the territory. (2 Adams, Hist. U. S., 99.) Finally, those 
who advocate the doctrine that the provisions, or most of the provi- 
sions, of the Constitution involved in the controversy extend of their 


own foree to the Territories regard it as settled that temporary provi- 


sions may be made for newly acquired territory of a character of which 
it is unsettled whether permanent provisions could be made. For 


instance, Judge Baldwin, in his article already referred to (pages 411, - 


' 412), says that-while questions as to what may be done permanently 
are ‘‘unsettled so far as we can consult the oracles of the past,” yet 
that— 

There is no constitutional objection to the acquisition of any or all of our new 
possessions, or to subjecting them to a temporary government of military or 


colonial form. * '* * Until Congress acts the President can govern our new 


possessions, * * * Upon the ratification of the treaty, Puerto Rico would 
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become (and for the first time become) a part of the United States, but our cus- 
toms laws would not have full operation there until Congress created the necessary 
collection districts and ports of entry. Until then the temporary government of 
the President would continue; duties on imports could be lawfully collected by 
his agents; and whatever courts of à municipal character he may set up would 
continue in the discharge of their functions, with the power of life and death. 

We have referred at some length to the case of Louisiana, because 
that was a ease of pure cession as distinguished from conquest, and 
the eourse then pursued was much like that pursued in the case of 
Hawaii, and it was the first case of acquisition of territory by the 
United States, and was effected in large measure by the very men who 
framed the Constitution and who were, many of them, the most ardent 
of the strict constructionists. The construction thus put upon the 
Constitution by the legislative and executive departments seems to 
have been acquiesced in. The judiciary, so far as we are aware, were 
not called upon for an expression of opinion until the next acquisition 
of territory by cession. 

The Floridas were ceded to the United States by Spain by treaty 
dated February 22, 1819, of which the ratifieations were exchanged af 
Washington February 22, 1821, and proclaimed the same day. The 
treaty and the statutes passed afterwards contained provisions some- 
what like those already referred to in the case of Louisiana. The 
President appointed a governor invested with the powers and charged 
with the duties theretofore exercised by the captain-general and of 
the intendant of the island of Cuba over the Floridas. <A ease, 
American Insurance Company v. Canter, arose subsequently, decided 
in 1828, which called forth expressions of opinion upon the question 
. now under discussion. It was held that admiralty ‘cases were not 
cases arising under the Constitution and laws of the United States, 
and that the courts created for the territory of Florida were not con- 
stitutional courts, but legislative courts—that is, that the provisions 
of the Constitution relating to judicial power did not apply at all to 
the Territories. But without going so far as the decision of the court 
in that particular case logically requires, we wish to call attention to 
the opinion that was expressed as to what laws are in force immedi- 
ately after annexation or cession. The circuit justice (1 Fed. Cas., 
559, 660; 1 Pet., 517 note), said: 

It becomes indispensable to the solution of these difficulties that we should con- 
ceive a just idea of the relation in which Florida stands to the United States. 
* * * [t is obvious that there is a material distinction between the territory 
now under consideration and that which is acquired from the aborigines . 
(whether by purchase or conquest), within the acknowledged limits of the United 
States, as also that which is acquired by the establishment of a disputedline. As 
to both these there can be no question that the sovereignty of the State or Terri- 
tory within which it lies, and of the United States immediately attach, producing 
a complete subjection to all the laws and institutions of the two governments, 
local and general, unless modified by treaty. The question now to be considered 
relates to Territories previously subject to the acknowledged jurisdiction of 
another sovereign, such as was Florida to the Crown of Spain. And on this sub- 
ject we have the most explicit proof that the understanding of our publie func- 
tionaries is that the Government and laws of the United States do not extend to 
such Territory by the mere act of cession. 


And after referring to the legislative power and the treaty power, 
he continued: : 


By thelatter we acquire either positively or sub modo, and by the former dispose 
of acquisitions so made; and in case of such acquisitions I see nothing in which 
the power acquired overthe ceded territories can vary from the power acquired 
under the law of nations by any other government over acquired or ceded terri- 
tory. The laws, rights, and institutions of the territory so acquired remain in 
force until rightfully altered by the new government. 


H. Doc. 77——21 
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On appealthe Supreme Court, per Mr. Chief Justice Marshall (1 Pet., 
542, 544) said: 


The usage of the world is, if a nation be not entirely subdued, to consider the 
holding of conquered territory as a mere military occupation until its fate shall be 
determined at the treaty of peace. If it be ceded by the treaty, the acquisition is 
confirmed and the ceded territory becomes a part of the nation to which it is 
annexed, either on the terms stipulated in the treaty of cession or on such as its 
new master shall impose. On such transfer of territory it has never been held that 
the relations of the inhabitants with each other undergo any change. Their rela- 
tions with their former sovereign are dissolved and new relations are created 
between them and the government which has acquired their territory. * * * 
All the laws which were in force in Florida while a province of Spain, those 
excepted which were political in their character, which concerned the relations 
between the people and their sovereign, remained in force until altered by the 
Government of the United States. 


It will be noticed that the court considered that the acquisition of 
territory by the United States was governed by the general rules 
applied by other nations in similar cases, that no distinction was made 
between a case of cession and a case of conquest, that it was considered 
competent to make special stipulations in the treaty—for a cession 
absolute or sub modo—and that the laws already in force, not of a 
political character, remained in force until changed by the new sov- 
ereign. 

In Mitchel v. U. S., 9 Pet., 711 (1835), a ease which arose in regard 
to land titles in East Florida, the same court said (pages 733, 748): 


: According to the established principles of the laws of nations, the laws of acon- 
quered or ceded country remain in force till altered by the new sovereign. 


See also Strother v. Lucas, 12 Pet., 410, 436 (1838), a ease relating to 
land titles under the Louisiana cession. 

In Fleming v. Page, 9 How., 603 (1849), it was held that the port of 
Tampico, in the State of Tamaulipas, captured by the United States 
in the Mexican war and held under military occupation, remained 
foreign territory within the meaning of the customs laws of the United 
States, although it was subject to the sovereignty and dominion of 
the United States and had to be regarded by other nations as part of 
the territory of the United States. 'Dl hat was a case of military occu- 
pation; but in discussing this question the court, per Mr. Chief Justice 
Taney (pages 616, 617), said: 


This construction of the revenue laws has been uniformly given by the admin- 
istrative department of the Government in every case that has come before it, 
And it has, indeed, been given in cases where there appears to have been stronger 
ground for regarding the place of shipment as a domestic port. For after Florida 
had been ceded to the United States and theforces of the United States had taken 
possession of Pensacola it was decided by the Treasury Department that goods 
imported from Pensacola before an act of Congress was passed erecting it into a 
collection district and authorizing the appointment of a collector were liable to 
duty. That is, that, although Florida had, by cession, actually become a part 
of the United States and was in our possession, yet, under our revenue laws, its 
ports must be regarded as foreign until they were established as domestic by act 
of Congress; and it appears that this decision was sanctioned at the time by the 
Attorney-General of the United States, the law officer of the Government. And, 
although not so directly applicable to the case before us, yet the decisions of the 
Treasury Department in relation to Amelia Island, and certain ports in Louisiana 
after that province had been ceded to the United States, were both made upon the 
same grounds. * * * 

The Department in no instance that we are aware of, since the establishment of 
the Government, has ever recognized a place in a newly acquired country as a 
domestic port from which the coasting trade might be carried on, unless it had 
been previously made so by act of Congress. The principle thus adopted and acted 
upon by the executive department of the Government has been sanctioned by the 
asus in this court and the circuit courts whenever the question came before 

em. 
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In Calkin v. Cocke, 14 How., 227 (1852), the question arose whether 
the customs laws of the United States took effect immediately upon 
the annexation of Texas. The Republic of Texas was annexed, as 
was Hawaii, by joint resolution, but it was annexed directly as a 
State on an equal footing with the original States. This was on 
December 29, 1845. On the same day Congress passed an act extend- 
ing all the laws of the United States over Texas, and two days later 
another act erecting the State into a collection district. It seems to 
have been taken for granted that the question was merely one of 
intention and not of constitutionality whether the customs laws of 
Texas remained in force or were superseded immediately by those of 
the United States and that provision might properly have been made 
in the joint resolution for a continuation of the Texan laws tempo- 
rarily. The court said (page 236): 

Now, it is quite apparent, from the joint resolution of Congress admitting the 
State of Texas into the Union and the acts passed organizing the Federal courts 
and revenue system over it, that the old system of government, so far as it con- 
flicted with the Federal authority, became abrogated immediately on her admis- 
sion asa State. This is clearly so, unless some provision is found in the act of 
admission postponing the time when it shall take effect, and, as applied to the case 
before us, postponing it until after the 31st January, 1848, when these goods were 
shipped to.the port of Galveston. 


. The ease of Cross v. Harrison, 16 How., 164 (1853), arose in connec- 
tion with the cession of California. Early in 1847, soon after the con- 
quest of California by the United States, the military authorities set 
up a civil government and laid and collected customs duties. On 
February 3, 1848, the treaty of peace was concluded by which Cali- 
fornia was ceded to the United States by Mexico. The ratifications 
were exchanged May 30, 1849, but, owing to the time required to con- 
vey the information to California, they were not proclaimed there until 
August 7, 1848. Two days later, August 9, 1848, the military author- 
ities substituted the United States tariff for the war tariff previously 
imposed by them. On September 3, 1848, the governor appointed a 
new collector, the defendant, Harrison. On March 3, 1849, Congress 
passed an act including San Francisco in oneof the collection districts 
of the United States. On November 30, 1849, a new collector, regu- 
larly appointed by the President under the act of Congress, entered 
upon his duties. Thecase received much consideration by both counsel 
and the court. The opinion is not altogether satisfactory. The court 
actually held that if the United States customs laws did not take effect 
in California immedietely upon its cession and if the laws imposed by 
the military authorities were not in force because unconstitutional, 
then there was no right whatever to enter the goods in question in 
California, and they would have to be entered at some port of-entry 
. elsewhere in the United States before they could be lawfully brought 
into California, and that since the military authorities had refused to 
receive the duties under protest and had given the importer the priv- 
ilege of entering the goods and paying duty on them elsewhere, and 
then bringing them into California free of duty, and the importer, 
rather than to do this, had chosen to pay the duties in California, his 
doing so must be considered voluntary, and therefore assumpsit would 
not lie to recover them. The decision on this point was sufficient to 
dispose of the case, and therefore the remainder of the opinion may 
be considered as'"unnecessary. But it was to the points covered by 
‘this remainder that both court and counsel directed most attention. 
The court expressed. the view that the formation of the civil govern- 
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ment by the military authorities before peace was concluded was a 
lawful exercise of the rights of a conqueror under the laws of nations, 
and that such government was undoubtedly operative until the treaty 
of peace and cession was concluded and ratified, and further until 
notice of the exchange of ratifications reached California. No par- 
ticular attention was paid to the two days from the time the treaty 
was proclaimed in California until the change of duties by the mili- 
tary authorities to the rates prescribed by United States laws. The 
main question related to the period from notice of the treaty until 
the passage of the act of Congress, during which period the rates were 
prescribed (though the same in amount as those imposed by the laws 
of the United States) and the duties collected under the government 
set up by the military authorities. On this point the court said (pp. 
193, 195): 

The government of which Colonel Mason was the executive had its origin in the 
lawful exercise of a belligerent right over a conquered territory. * It was 
the government when the territory was ceded as a conquest, and it did not cease 
asa matter of course or as a necessary consequence of the restoration of peace. 
The President might have dissolved it by withdrawing the army and navy officers 
who administered it, but he ^d not do so. Congress could have put an end to it, 
put that was not done. The right inference from the inaction of both is that it 
was meant to be continued until it had been legislatively changed. * * * 
Whatever may have been the causes of delay, it must be presumed that the delay 
was consistent with the true policy of theGovernment. * * * Our conclusion, 
from what had been said, is that the civil government of California, organized as 
it was from a right of conquest, did not cease or become defunct in consequence 
of the treaty or from its ratification. We think it was continued over a ceded 
conquest, without any violation of the Constitution or laws of the United States, 
and that until Congress legislated for-it the duties upon foreign goods imported 
into San Francisco were legally demanded and properly received. 


The court implied also that in its opinion it might properly have 
been expressly stipulated in the treaty that the United States cus- 
toms laws should not take effect at once in California (p. 197). It 
must be admitted, however, that there are some passages in the 
opinion that seem to be inconsistent with these views. In Leitens- 
dorfer v. Webb (20 How., 176—1857) it was held that the government 
established in New Mexico by the military authorities of the United 
States upon the conquest of that country in 1846 continued in force 
after the termination of the war until changed by or in pursuance of 
act of Congress. (See also Hamilton v. Dillon, 21 Wall., 73, 88.) 

On the whole, while the actual decisions may be generally aecounted 
for on other grounds and while the dieta are not always consistent 
and not always favorable to the proposition that upon the acquisition 
of territory the Constitution in all its fullness may not immediately 
extend to it, either because of the inaction of Congress or because of 
express provisions in the treaty or joint resolution of annexation, yet 
the prevailing view seems to support this proposition, and it certainly 
seems founded on good sense and has been uniformly followed in 
practice. We hardly need to refer to the more recent cases of Puerto 
Rico and the Philippines. 

Itis therefore our opinion that the duties in question were law- 
fully collected. It will be unnecessary to consider several minor 
points that were raised in argument. 

The demurrers are sustained and the complaints dismissed with 
costs.

REPUBLIC OF HAWAI v. G. L. EDWARDS. 
REHEARING. 
Submitted March 23, 1899. Decided May 31, 1899. 
JUDD, C. J., FREAR AND WHITING, JJ. 


During the present transition period felons may be prosecuted without the inter- 
vention of a grand jury and convicted by 9 out of 12 petit jurors, as permitted 
by Hawaiian statutes, notwithstanding the fifth and sixth amendments to 
the Constitution of the United States and the clause in the joint resolution of 
annexation which provides for the continuation of Hawaiian municipal legis- 
lation not inconsistent with the Constitution of the United States. 


OPINION OF THE COURT BY FREAR, J. 


The defendant, having been convicted of an attempt to commit 
sodomy, came to this court on exceptions and a writ of error, based 
mainly on the following grounds: (1) That the trial judge erred in 
his instructions to the jury in regard to the right to convict on the 
uneorroborated testimony of an accomplice, and (2) that the trial 
and conviction were illegal because the indictment had been found a 
true bill by the circuit judge, as required by Hawaiian statutes, and 
not by a grand jury, as supposed to be required by the fifth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States, and because the ver- 
dict was rendered by 10 only of the 12 petit jurors, as permitted by 
Hawaiian statutes, and was not unanimous, as supposed to be required 
by the sixth amendment to the-said Constitution. This court (then 
differently constituted, owing to the absence of one of the justices, in 
whose place a member of the bar sat) found that there had been no 
error and overruled the exceptions and dismissed the writ (11 Haw., 


. 571), but afterwards, upon motion, granted this rehearing. 


Nothing has been adduced in argument that requires us to add to 
what was said in the former opinion in regard to the first of the above- 
mentioned grounds. . 

The main question is whether the fifth and sixth amendments to 
the Constitution of the United States extended to these islands at the 
time of the conviction, August 16, 1898, four days after the transfer 
of the sovereignty of these islands to the United States, in pursuance 
of the joint resolution of Congress, approved July 7, 1898, to provide 
for annexing these islands to the United States. ' 

It has just been held by this court in the case of W. C. Peacock & 
Co., Limited v. Republic of Hawaii (ante, p. —), that, assuming that 
various provisions of the Constitution of the United States in regard 
to whieh there is great difference of opinion extend for the purposes 
of ordinary or permanent Congressional legislation to territory belong- 
ing to the United States as well as to the States proper, they do not 
necessarily extend of their own force to newly aequired territory 
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immediately upon its aequisition, but that the laws and government 
of the ceded territory continue for such reasonable time as may in 
the judgment of the political department of the government be deemed 
requisite for the enactment of suitable legislation for the new territory 
in eonformity with the provisions of the Constitution. If, therefore, 
we assume, as we did in the Peacock ease, that the constitutional pro- 
visions in question would under ordinary circumstances extend to 
Hawaii, still we must hold, as in that case, that they were not in force 
here ex proprio vigore immediately after the transfer of sovereignty. 
'The question then remains whether they were intended by Congress 
to be extended here forthwith. That case and this are alike in this 
respect, that in each the question whether the constitutional provisions 
respectively involved extend to Hawaii during the present transition 
state is a question of the construction of the joint resolution of annex- 
ation with a view to ascertaining the intention of Congress. They 
differ in this, that in the Peacock case, which involved the constitu- 
tional provision with reference to uniformity of customs duties, it was 
expressly declared in the joint resolution of annexation that the cus- 
toms relations of these islands with the United States and other coun- 
tries should continue until the United States customs laws should be 
extended to these islands, while in the present ease there is no clear 
declaration one way or the other. "There is, it is true, one paragraph 
in the joint resolution which might at first reading seem to indicate, 
by implication, an intention to extend the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion to these islands at once. It is this: 

The existing treaties of the Hawaiian Islands with foreign nations shall forth- 
with cease and determine, being replaced by such treaties as may exist, or as may 
be hereafter concluded, between the United States and such foreign nations. The 
municipal legislation of the Hawaiian Islands, not enacted for the fulfillment of 
the treaties so extinguished and not inconsistent with this joint resolution nor 
contrary to the Constitution of the United States nor to any existing treaty of the 
United States, shall remain in force until the Congress of the United States shall 
otherwise determine. 


We held in the Peacock case that, whatever inference might be 
made from this language if standing alone, it was controlled so far as 
customs duties were concerned by the more particular clause imme- 
diately following it expressly declaring that the customs relations of 
these islands with the United States and other countries should con- 
tinue until further action by Congrass. But there is no similar 
express declaration in regard to indictments and jury trials. 

The argument is that, on the principle of expressio unius, exclusio 
alterius, the expression of an intention to continue in force those 
Hawaiian laws which were not inconsistent with the Constitution of 
the United States implies an intention to discontinue those laws which 
were inconsistent with the Constitution; and that the effect of this 
clause in the joint resolution is to bring this case within the decisions 
referred to in the Peacock case, which have held various Territorial 
acts unconstitutional on the ground that the Constitution was in force 
in the Territories by act of Congress whether in force there per se or 
not. The clauses in former acts which have been the subject of con- 
struction in the decisions referred to are variously worded, but in 
substance they are in general either positive provisions expressly 
extending the Constitution of the United States to the Territory in 
question, worded somewhat as follows: ‘The Constitution and laws 
of the United States shall have the same force and effect in the Terri- 
tory as elsewhere in the United States,” or else they are limitations 
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upon the exereise of legislative power in the future, worded some- 
what as follows: “‘ The legislative power of the Territory shall extend 
to all rightful subjects of legislation not inconsistent with the Consti- 
tution and laws of the United States." It is clear that under neither 
of such clauses is there any occasion for a resort to an argument by 
implication. In the one case the Constitution was expressly and 
affirmatively extended to the Territory. In the other case legislative 
power was conferred to be exercised only in so far as it should not be 
inconsistent with the Constitution, and of course the power could not 
be exercised beyond the extent to which it was granted, for it did not 
exist at all except in so far as it was granted. The decisions, there- 
fore, based on such statutes can not govern this case. The argument 
here is solely one of inference. But is it not a sound argument in 
itself irrespective of the decisions under dissimilar statutes? 

If we are to argue from inference, we must argue from all the infer- 
ences—inferences from other parts of the joint resolution, from the 
resolution as a whole, and from the circumstances under which it was 
adopted, as well as from the particular clause referred to. ` . 

It may be observed, preliminarily, that the inference in question is 
not a necessary inference. It is subject to be modified or rebutted by 
other inferences. The continuation of certain Hawaiian laws does 
not necessarily repeal the remainder. 

It may be observed, also, that this inference is one of repeal, and 
that repeals by implication are not favored. As shown in the Pea- 
cock ease, the municipal legislation of Hawaii would continue in force 
temporarily in the absence of any declaration on the subject one way 
or the other. Therefore, to make the inference in question would be 
to hold that the sentence of the joint resolution under consideration 
was intended to be, not, as it purports, an affirmative declaration of 
what should continue, but an indirect repeal of what was not declared 
to continue. On general principles such a construction should not be 
favored. 

This general principle finds support in the course pursued in refer- 
: ence to other repeals in the joint resolution. The resolution directly 
repeals certain portions of Hawaiian law. It repeals the Hawaiian 
laws relating to Chinese immigration, and in the very paragraph in 
question it repeals Hawaiian treaties. If, then, the sentence in ques- 
tion had been intended to operate as a repeal, is it not probable that 
it would have been worded more directly, as were the other repealing 
clauses of the resolution? . 

This view finds further support in the general intention of Congress 
as shown by the resolution as a whole. The resolution is set forth in : 
fullin the Peacock decision. Congress did not attempt to go into 
partieulars except with reference to a very few matters with regard to 
which there was special reason for making particular provision. The 
President was given very great power and very wide discretion. ‘‘ All 
the civil, judicial, and military powers exercised by the officers of the 
existing government in said islands" “shall be exercised” “until 
Congress shall provide for the government of such islands." ‘The 
municipal legislation of the Hawaiian Islands * * * shall remain 
in foree until the Congress of the United States shall otherwise doter- . 
mine.” A commission was provided for, to recommend such legisla- : 
tion as they should deem necessary or proper. Congress recognized 
that it was not in a position to legislate in detailat that time. It mani- 
fested a general intention to allow matters to go on about as usual 
here, subject to the supervision of the President, until it should be in 
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a position to make such changes as should be deemed proper. It mani- 
fested a general intention that order should prevail and that there 
should be no hiatus in the government of these islands. Is it proba- 
bie, in view of this general intention manifested in the resolution as a 
whole, that Congress intended by the incidental indirect clause in 
question to repeal large and most important portions of Hawaiian law 
blindly, without any knowledge of the results and without substitut- 
ing other necessary provisions in their places? 

And this leads to the further consideration that this view finds sup- 
port in the circumstances under which the resolution was adopted. 
It was known that Hawaii had had a constitutional government for 
nearly sixty years with its executive, legislative, and judicial depart- 
ments; that during that period a large amount of legislation must have 
accumulated providing for the machinery of government and the 
administration of justice, and that the laws of no two governments, 
however much civilized or Christianized they may be, are the same 
even upon the important matters covered by the Constitution of the 
United States. Congress must have known from the nature of things 
that there might be legislation in these islands entirely proper in itself 
and satisfactory to the people directly interested, and yet not con- 
sistent with certain provisions of the Constitution. Take the very 
matters in question. In several of the United States there are pro- 
visions like those found here for prosecutions without the interven- 
tion of a grand jury and for verdicts by nine out of twelve jurors. 
The Constitution does not prohibit such provisions in the several 
States. Thereis noinherent objection to them. Many jurists regard 
them as better than the ordinary ones which require grand juries and 
unanimity of verdicts. Under such circumstances is it likely that 
Congress deliberately intended to repeal the existing machinery for 
the administration of justice without providing a substitute, with the 
result that crimes could be perpetrated with impunity and the funda- 
mental rights of life, liberty, and property could not be protected? 
To do that would be to subordinate the substance and spirit of the 
Constitution to the mere form of some of its provisions. An act of . 
so general a character as the resolution in question, and passed under 
such circumstances, ought to be construed liberally, with a view to 
effecting, if possible, what is reasonable and just, and therefore prob- 
ably intended by Congress, rather than in such a way as to impute to 
Congress recklessness and injustice. 

Again, it was provided in the resolution that— 

Until Congress shall provide for the government of such islands all the civil, 
judicial, and military powers exercised by the officers of the existing government 
in said islands shall be vested in such person or persons and shall be exercised in 
such manner as the President of the United States shall direct, * * * 


In the’ exercise of this power the President directed that— 

The civil, judicial, and military powers in question shall be exercised by the 
officers of the Republic of Hawaii as it existed just prior to the transfer of sov- 
ereignty. * * * 

Under similar legislation in the ease of Louisiana the President 
invested a governor with all the powers exercised by the Governor- 
General and intendant under the King of Spain, under whom trials 
were conducted without the intervention of a jury at all (See the 
decision in the Peacock case.) These are positive provisions under 
which,.in the absence of other provision to the contrary, prosecutions 
could be conducted without the intervention of grand juries, and 
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verdicts rendered by nine out of twelve jurors could be lawfully 
received. Are these positive provisions to be outweighed by the indi- 
rect provision in regard to the Constitution? 

"Thus it appears that there is at least much reason to believe that 
Congress did not intend to extend the Constitution in all its fullness 
to these islands immediately, and that the construction contended for 
Should not be put upon the clause in question if that ean be avoided. 
Can it be avoided? Is there any other reasonable explanation that 
can be given the clause in question? 

In our opinion it can be easily explained as part of a declaratory as 
distinguished from a remedial provision. A declaratory statute is one 
that is intended to remove a doubt as to the existence or effect of an 
existing rule of law. A remedial statute is one that is intended to 
alter an existing rule of law or establish a new rule. Now take the 
provision in question. Its main purpose is expressed in these words: 


The municipal legislation of the Hawaiian Islands * * * shall remain in 
force until the Congress of the United States shall otherwise determine. 


This, we have seen, is merely declaratory of what the rule would be 
in the absence of any provision on the subject. There are four qual- 
ifying clauses. The first is: 

Not exacted for the fulfillment of the treaties so extinguished. 


It was necessary, if any provision was inserted continuing Hawaiian 
laws, for the sake of truth and exactness to name the exceptions. In 
the first sentence of the paragraph in question the Hawaiian treaties 
were expressly repealed. Hence it was necessary to insert the 
qualifying clause now in question, and this insertion was merely 
declaratory. : 

The fourth qualifying clause is: 


Nor (contrary) to any existing treaty of the. United States. 


We may say of this clause very much as we said of the first clause: 
By the terms of the first sentence of the paragraph the Hawaiian 
treaties were replaced by the United States treaties. In other words, 
the United States treaties were expressly extended to Hawaii, and there- 
fore it was necessary to insert the qualification as to them, and this 
insertion was merely declaratory. 

The second qualifying clause is: 


And not inconsistent with this joint resolution. 


The joint resolution expressly altered Hawaiian municipal legislation 
in some respects, as, for instance, in respect to Chinese immigration, 
and presumably altered it by implication in some respects. Therefore 
it was necessary to insert this qualification for the sake of exactness, 
and the insertion was merely declaratory. 

Thus the main portion and three of the qualifying clauses of the 
provision in question are found to be merely declaratory. Is it not 
likely that the remaining clause, ‘‘Nor contrary to the Constitution 
of the United States," also was intended to be merely declaratory and 
not remedial? Were not all these qualifying clauses inserted for 
the sake of exactness and to avoid absurdities and inconsistencies, 
and not for the purpose of taking this method of enacting inde- 
pendent, positive legislation? If any provisions of the Constitution 
extend to Hawaii of their own force during the present transition 
period, it would be necessary to insert the requisite qualification. 
And it might well be argued that certain provisions of the Constitu- 
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tion did so extend, for these islands were annexed and are now held 
and governed by powers conferred by the Constitution either expressly 
or by implication. Congress atleast would not, by omitting the clause 
in question, subject itself even to the suspicion that it intended to 
exercise powers not conferred by the Constitution. If, then, this 
clause was intended to be merely declaratory and not remedial, only 
such provisions would be in force here as would be in force ex proprio 
vigore, and by the reasoning in the Peacock case the provisions 
respecting grand juries and trial by jury would not be so in force here 
during the present transition. 

In other words, so far as the Constitution was concerned, Congress 
intended to continue temporarily in force all the Hawaiian municipal 
legislation that it could and did not intend by the clause in question 
to extend the provisions of the Constitution here more fully than they 
would be in force here ex proprio vigore. And Congress well knew 
that, whether the Constitution was in force in the Territories in its 
fullness for purposes of ordinary legislation or not, it was not so in 
force under circumstances like the present, for not only must Con- 
gress be presumed to know the recognized rules governing cases of 
acquisition of territory and the precedents in United States history, 
from the statutes passed in connection with some of which the reso- 
Jution in question was apparently in part copied, but the resolution 
itself recognizes this distinction. It expressly provides for the con- 
tinuation of the Hawaiian customs laws, notwithstanding the provi- 
sion of the Constitution that, “‘all duties, imposts, and excises shall 
be uniform throughout the United States.” If Congress had supposed 
that provision of the Constitution was in force per se during this tran- 
sition period, it certainly would not have attempted to continue the 
Hawaiian customs laws. 

We are therefore of the opinion that Congress did not intend by the 
joint resolution of annexation to extend to these islands the fifth and 
sixth amendments of the Constitution of the United States, and that 
upon the reasoning of the decision in the Peacock Case the said 
amendments were not in force here ex proprio vigore at the time of 
the defendant’s conviction, and that the verdict must stand.

The defendant in error, who was plaintiff below, recovered a verdict 
against the plaintiff in error, defendant. below, for $500, two jurors 
dissenting. The error assigned is in substance that the verdict, upon 
which judgment was entered, was contrary to the seventh amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, which, itis contended, required 
the verdict to be unanimous. Upon the reasoning in the case of Repub- 
lie v. Edwards, just decided, ante, page —, we must hold that there was 
no error in receiving the verdict and entering judgment uponit. The 
only difference between the two cases is that this is a civil case and 
that a criminal case and that they therefore raise questions as to 


. different provisions of the Constitution of the United States. But 


this does not affect the result. 

Defendant in error moved to dismiss the writ for want of a sufficient 
bond as required by Civ. L., section 1450. Plaintiff in error relied on 
a bond filed under Civ. L., sections 1458-1460, contending that these 
sections superseded section 1450. It is unnecessary to express an 
opinion upon this point in view of our opinion upon the other point 
involved. . 

The verdict must stand.

From the above comparative statement it will be seen that there is 
a falling off in the total receipts at the clerk's office of $44,111.67. 

This is mostly accounted for by the largely increased receipts from 
land sales in 1897. Thé Hawiian Hotel property was sold by the Gov- 
ernment October 1 of that year for $46,000, and with that sale an 
annual rental of $2,500 was taken from our rent roll. The decrease 
in receipts from land sales amounts to $47,594.45, and the decrease in 
reni receipts is $4,760.75. 

Aside from these land transactions the revenue of the department 
makes a very satisfactory showing. The receipts from license fees 
Show an increase of $8,195.54, notwithstanding the fact that amend- 
ments in the legislative session of 1898 reduced some of the fees 
materially. 

Two new classes of license have been established under the laws of 
1898, viz, “steam laundry" and ‘‘wine, beer, and ale;" and 1 **laun- 
dry” and 12 “wine, beer, and ale” licenses were issued during the 
year, 

The receipts of the various bureaus under this department show a 
total increase of $12,257.05.

The transfer of a large proportion of the Government lands, as well 
as a rent roll of over $40,000, to the custody of the Commissioners of 
Public Lands, accounted for the decrease of receipts for 1896, and the 
special sale of Government property for the large increase in 1897. 
In view of this, the total of $298,695 for 1898 is evidence of a very 
satisfactory and steady increase of the revenue in this department. 

The inerease for the year of $7,594.90 from the bureau of water 
works, Honolulu, and $3,406.25 from the registry of conveyances, con- 
tributed materially to this result.

REPORT OF THE SURVEYOR-GENERAL FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING DECEMBER 81, 1898. 


SIR: I have the honor to submit to you the following report of the 
105 of Government surveying forthe year ending December 31, 

During the first part of the year, before the passage of the appro- 
priation bills by the legislature, strict economy was observed and the 
field work on the other islands was nearly suspended. During its 
last session the legislature enlarged the sphere of this bureau by 
placing the survey of publie lands, ineluding homestead lots, leases, 
etc., under its charge. As will be seen, special attention has been 
paid to this latter branch of our work. . 


HAWAII., 
TRIGONOMETRICAL SURVEY OF KAU. 


The trigonometrical.survey of the island of Hawaii was taken up 


‘again in the latter part of August by Mr. J. S. Emerson, in the dis- 


trict of Kau, and has been carried on by him with untiring zeal and 
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painstaking accuracy. Landing at Punaluu August 21, he proceeded 
to Puna, where he engaged his trusty veteran, Keanaba, after which 
they visited fifteen stations, including a new one at Haao, between 
the voleano and Ka Lae or South Point, setting signals wherever they 
were needed. 

He then occupied in turn a series of stations along the wind-swept 

. coast of Kau, from Lae o Kamilo to the South Point, with the 12-inch 
theodolite. Returning inland, he occupied the ‘‘Ahu a Umi,” 4 miles 
due north of the Point, and then the lofty summit of Akihi, 9 miles 
farther up the slope of Mauna Loa and east of the souree of the lava 
flow of 1887. The 12-inch theodolite was carried up and down that 
steep hill by the herculean Keanaha alone. Next the Kipaepae sta- 
tion on the shore below Naalehu was occupied through a heavy rain 
storm. 

Between the 20th and 27th of November Mr. Emerson made a 
laborious reconnoissance on the southeast side of Mauna Loa, north of 
Ainapo, where he selected a new station called Keapoomuku, which 
completes the network of trig. stations for eastern Hawaii, at an ele- 
vation of 8,000 or 9,000 feet, and built a first-class signal on the spot. 
It commands a view of nearly every survey station from Kulani Hill 
and Kapoho in Puna around to Puu Enuhe in Punaluu. The Ist of 
December found Mr. Emerson at work at Kamehame, on the shore 3 
miles east of Punaluu, after which he was prostrated by illness for 

_ several days, probably in consequence of overwork and exposure. 

The continued rainy and foggy weather prevented him from occupy- 
ing the lofty summit of Mount Kaiholena, but he succeeded in making 
complete sets of observations at Haao station and on Kapuna Hill 
east of Waiohinu before the close of December. His next move was 
expected to be to Puu Enuhe, north of Punaluu. 

The measurements of angles made during this campaign have been 
surprisingly accurate under the circumstances, the closing error of 
each triangle, as observed, rarely exceeding 4 seconds. The accounts 
of the party have also shown a strict regard for economy. 


DISTRICT OF HILO. 


During the spring of 1898 Mr. E. D. Baldwin was employed in sur- 
veying extensions and widenings as well as grades of streets in the 
town of Hilo. On the 9th of August this office was notified.that it 
was the desire of the executive council that the section of 10,000 or 
15,000 acres lying to the westward of the present surveyed. Olaa tract 
be surveyed and subdivided into homestead lots. 

The first steps in this survey were necessarily, first, the opening of 
a crossroad through the present. Olaa section and, second, the sur- 
vey of a new main road about 34 miles to the westward of the Voleano 
road, and approximately parallel to it, for a distance of 8 or 10 miles, 
on each side of which a series of 50-acre lots were to be laid out and 
their corners permanently marked. Mr. E. D. Baldwin, from his long 
familiarity with the section, which he originally surveyed, was selected 
to supervise the work. 

A erossroad starting at the 154 mile on the Volcano road. was first 
surveyed and graded, which involved heavy cutting through the forest 
in almost incessant rain. In this work Mr. Thomas E. Cook desorves 

mention for faithful and efficient service. 

` On the 25th of September a consultation was held with the land 
commission and the superintendent of public works in regard to the 
best location of the upper trunk line of road, and of the crossroads, 
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for which a general plan was laid out. In order to expedite the work, 

Mr. J. H. Moragne, one of the United States volunteer engineers, who 
was then granted a two months’ furlough and has since been granted 
a discharge, was engaged in the service of this Bureau September: 26. 

On the following day I left with bim for Olaa to inspect the land and 
the system of survey, returning October 9. Mr. Moragne has proved 
himself.to be a hard-working and reliable surveyor, having had much 
previous experience in pioneer work. 

On the 1st of November Mr. Baldwin furnished a plan of the Olaa 
tract, showing the proposed location of the roads and the division of 
the lots i in the new section, besides the profile and specifications for 3 
miles of the road. This new section contains 20,650 acres of fertile 
land, at present covered with forest, which will make about 400 lots, 
allowing for roads. The lots, as planned by Mr. Baldwin, are 2,899. 2 
feet deep by 7514 feet wide on the main road, while the tiers of lots 
in the rear of these have a frontage of 724.8 feet on the erossroads 
and a depth of 3,005 feet, making the distance between the cross- 
roads 6,010 feet. The average grade of these roads is less than 3 per 
cent. The width of the main road is 60 feet and that of the cross- 
roads 50 feet. The construction of the above road was begun in 
December. Since then both the new main road and the side roads 


.have been completely surveyed and marked, and the survey of the 


50-aere lots is now in progress. 
DISTRICTS OF HAMAKUA AND KOHALA. 


The following tracts, situated in the districts of Hamakua and , 
Kohala, were selected by the commissioners of publie lands in Sep- 
tember last for subdivision into lots: 

1. A tract of forest land, in North Hilo, lying above the section 
already disposed of and known as the Waikaumalo, Ninole, and 
Maulua lots, for a settlement association. 

2. A tract of Government land, lying between the Maulau and 
Laupahoehoe gulehes and above the line of the lease to the Laupa- 
hoehoe Sugar Company, containing probably several thousand acres. 

3. The Kamoku and Kapulena tracts, in west Hamakua, lying 
between thelands of Kapoaula and Waikoekoe and above the various 
grants already made on the lower portions of these tracts. 

4. A tract of Government land in Kaauhuhu and Kahei, Kohala. - 

The services of Mr. A. B. Lobenstein having been engaged Septem- 
ber 23, he immediately commenced the survey of the tract first men- 
tioned above, laying out 17 lots of 100 acres apiece, as well as the 
necessary roads connected with the same, which occupied him till 
about November 20. 

Since then he has completed the field work of the survey and sub- 
division of the Kaauhuhu tract in Kohala. 

Mr. C. V. E. Dove was employed during the month of November 
and twenty-three days in December in surveying roads in Hamakua, 
near Pauuilo, and above Pohakea and Kalopa, besides a few home- 
stead lots in that section. 


DISTRICT OF KONA. 
In the district of North Kona, Hawaii, are two tracts of Govern- 


‘ment land known as Ooma mauka, 1,160 acres, and Honaula, 5,400 


acres, both of which are under leases, but with a reservation by which 
the Government may take up any portion of them suitable for settle- 
ment. 
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Accordingly, Mr. S. M. Kanakanui and Mr. C. J. Willis were sent 
to North Kona October 11 with instructions to survey and subdivide 
the upper portions of these islands, and also of Kealakehe, above the. 
lines of previous grants, but not to carry the survey higher than 
3,000 feet above sea level. The lands in question are covered with a 

‘dense forest similar to that of Olaa. About 2,500 acres have been 
out in 50-acre lots, and the work of running out and cutting the 
division lines is now (January 1) approaching completion. 


ISLAND OF MAUI. 


In the district of Koolau, Maui, there is considerable Government 

land, which will be available for agricultural purposes as soon as 
passable roads are opened through it. 

.. Mr. Hugh Howell was employed during May and part of June in 
surveying lands in Nahiku and Keanae for the Government. On the 
91st of September he again entered the Government service, and dur- 
ing the first part of October surveyed the Keanae flat, Napihaa’s 

-homestead, and a road leading.up from the Keanae landing to the 
crossing of the Kukuipahu stream. 

Since. then he has been engaged in eompleting the subdivision of 
the Nahiku lands, and of the roads connecting them with the landing 
and also with the Government road. This work has been much hin- 
dered by frequent rains. It is expected that the upper boundary of 
the land of Ulaino will now be determined and surveyed. Since 
November 1 Mr. Dart has been employed. in road work in the Nahiku 
section. 

- ISLAND OF OAHU. 


During the month of September Mr. Dove surveyed certain Govern- 

` ment remnants in Waiahole, Koolau, for the land commission. The 

Government remainder at Wahiawa, Waialua, was laid out for a 
settlement association by Mr. M. D. Monsarrat. 

Several city blocks in Honolulu have been resurveyed in detail, 
~- and large scale plans of them drawn on a scale of 20 feet to the inch, 
showing all buildings and fences, with the present titles of all real- 
estate holdings, as well as the original awards and grants and subse- 
quent conveyances. In the early part of the year Mr. J. S. Emerson 
made an exhaustive survey of that portion of the city above Beretania 
street, between Nuuanu street on one side and Miller and Punchbowl 
streets on the other. Mr. Sorenson was employed to make a similar 
survey óf the block below Queen street, lying between Richards and 
Punchbowl streets. It seems to be unnecessary to give the details of 
the numerous surveys of the street lines and grades, of proposed 
a aaa etc., during the past year. :

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METEOROLOGY, ETC. 


The regular work of the weather service has been kept up during 


. the year. Mr. C. J. Lyons has fortunately so far recovered his health 


as to be able to take charge of this service since the 1st of August. 

- The meteorological observations of the years 1896 and 1897 were 
arranged, tabulated, and prepared for publication during the first part 
of the year, with the assistance of Miss Emma C. Lyons, and an edi- 
tion of 500 copies of the report was published last August. Tidal 
observations have been continued with our self-registering tide gauge. 
The standard time has been obtained from transit observations and 
furnished to the public, as well as the Greenwich time for navigators. 
The map of Molokai, engraved by Julius Bien & Co.,in New York, 
came to hand January 22, and is quite satisfactory. 


CHANGES OF PERSONNEL. 


It is with deep regret that I record the loss which this government 
has sustained in the withdrawal of Mr. F. 8. Dodge, the chief assist- 
ant in this bureau, which dates from October 1, 1898. : 

His services to the government have been invaluable, while his 
example and influence have helped to elevate the standard of service 
in this bureau. Mr. W. E. Wall has been promoted to fill the 
vacancy created by Mr. Dodge's retirement, while Mr..O. Sorenson 
has been appointed second assistant, and Messrs. David B. Lyman 
and George F. Wright have been assigned to subordinate positions 
in our staff. 

PLANS FOR THE COMING YEAR. 


It is of the first importance to push the survey and subdivision of 
such publie lands as are available for settlement as much as possible. 
As has been stated before, a new map of Oahu, brought up to date, 
is called for, as well as a larger map of Hawaii, on a scale of 1:120,000, 


_or 10,000 to the inch, which will contain fuller details than the present 


map. i 

The Superintendent of the United States Coast and Geodetic Survey 
proposes to extend its operations to this Territory at an early date. 
The work of making atrigonometrical survey of Kauai and Niihau, and 
that of making an accurate geodetic connection between the islands 
of Hawaii and Maui, will no doubt be executed under the auspices of . 
that bureau. That class of work, however, of which there is the most 
immediate need, is the hydrographic survey.of the most important 
harbors and bays of the islands. A surveying vessel will probably be 
dispatched here in a few months to enter upon this line of work. The 
Superintendent proposes to establish a suboffice in Honolulu similar 
to that maintained in San Francisco, Itis expected that a division of 
the personnel and material of the present survey will be made between 
the United States Coast and Geodetic Survey and the local survey of 
this Territory. Such an arrangement will no doubt promote the gen- 
eral efficiency and accuracy of the work. 

The Director of the United States Geological Survey also proposes 
to commence the geological survey of these islands at an early date, 
basing his topographical maps upon our triangulation.

WORK PERFORMED DURING THE YEAR. 


Twelve hundred and fifty feet of 2-inch galvanized pipe has been 
laid on Makee road, Waikiki. 

One thousand feet of 2-inch galvanized pipe has been laid on Kewalo 
street between Wilder avenue and Lunalilo street. 

Three hundred and fifty feet of 2-inch galvanized pipe has been laid 
on Iwilei road, near thé slaughterhouses. 

The mains have been lowered to suit the change of grade on Manoa . 
road, Pensacola, Kapiolani, and Metcalf streets. 

I have had a great deal of repair work during the year, but expect 
the new mains in a few days, and will have them laid as soon as pos- 
sible and the old ones taken up. Those that are good will be cleaned 
and relaid where they will be of the most service. 

The reservoirs have been cleaned twice during the year. The 
freshets of last March washed away part of the banks of Nos. 1 and 2, 
which were repaired and new strainers added, and they are at present 
in good repair. Freshets also washed away the Makiki dam, which 
has been rebuilt and is at present in good shape. 

The springs above and below Luakaha have all been thoroughly 
cleaned. 

The keepers’ houses have had their annual overhauling and are 
now in good repair. 


PUMPING. 


During the year it has been necessary to pump 1,296,322, 960 gallons 
of water, with a consumption of 875 tons of coal. 
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The Beretania street pumps have been running at their full capacity, 
and the Makiki pump has-furnished about 40,000,000 gallons of water 
during the year. 

The demand for water is increasing every day and the supply is 
getting less. 

The pumps need overhauling, but will have to wait until we -get 
some rain, which I hope will be soon. 

The Makiki pump has been overhauled and boilers repaired and at 
present is in good order.

REPORT OF THE REGISTRAR OF CONVEYANCES. 


BUREAU OF CONVEYANCES, December 31, 1898, 

Sir: In presenting the customary report of this bureau it is a satis- 
faction to report another year of continued activity, largely exceeding 
the estimate. For the latter half of the year this condition has called 
for the services of extra help beyond the new copyist provided for by 
the last legislature, pay for which extra service has of necessity been 
arranged by apportionment from the amount provided for “five copy- 
ists.” It is hoped this will carry us through the remainder of the 
period without further serious delays to the public, for there have 
been several times in this past year when papers were ten days or 
more ahead of us despite our best effort to hasten all work. 

The following table of monthly receipts of the office, classified 
-according to the customary divisions thereof, shows more tangible 
evidence of this growth of office work:

The receipts for 1897 were $13,388; the above table shows, there- 
fore, the gain of $3,406.25 for the past year. The number of recorded 
instruments for the year have been 5,486, as against 4,400 in 1897, an 
increase of 1,086. 

This long strain of continuous instruments has rendered it necessary 
for one, my deputy, to devote his whole time to indexing current work 
and the preparation of the quarterly abstract sheets for the assessors, 
and yet help has to be assigned him from time to time, so as to keep 
this branch of the work as well up as conditions will allow. The 
frequent interruptions to indexing by parties calling for the indexes 
for reference, especially during the rush days, so hampers the work 
that little progress is made at such times, yet. the very ones most 
responsible are those:disposed to complain at being inconvenienced 
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by the work being in arrears and ask for their being up to the copyists 
daily. 

"This millennium condition may be attained next year, providing 
appropriation is made for a night clerical force. . 

Anxiety for the care of the records of the office from the conditions 
shown in my last report continues, and shows the desirability of some 
legal enactment, by license or otherwise, for some restrictions upon 
this wholesale injury by alleged searchers of records, many of whom 
look upon the office and its conveniences as theirs by right, and the 
force of copyists as servants to, facilitate their special work rather 
than that of the general public. This is shown so plainly in their con- 
firmed habit of calling for records and indexes without looking to see 
if they are not already at their hand, as is more frequently the case 
than not. . : 

It is becoming more and more apparent that a system must ‘be 
adopted to facilitate the finding of books withdrawn from the vaults. 
The counter space will not now suffice to stand them in convenient 
consecutive-number order, nor would the ** dear public” replace them 
if à special shelf orledge was construeted for the books along the front 
wall of the room. Most of the damage is being done by the piling. up 
of books and indexes one on another, and the attendant rough handling 
in finding what may be wanted. I have devoted much thought to the 
subject. While the increased demands upon the office would seem to’ 
call for more room to accommodate the public, I fear this would tend 
to increase rather than modify the means of'injury. It would seem as 
if a system of revolving bookstands, to carry the records of the office 
in three rows or tiers to each stand, might be devised to solve the 
problem by having a sufficient number (five) constructed to carry the 
necessary size and weight. These revolving stands could be run out 
of the vault on tracks laid therefor toward the end of the room in front 
of the counter, for convenience of reference and use during the day, 
and would be run back into the vault at the close of each day’s business. 
It may require a special attendant to see that people replace the books 
in their proper respective places, and also to see that no damage to or 
tampering with’ the records was done. In fact, with the growing work 
and increasing indexes, a new set of which will be started with the year 
1900, the necessity of a front attendant is becoming necessary not only 
for the suitable care of property, but for better attendance upon the 
public demands without distracting the copyists and interfering with 
them in their more important service. At present the office is unable 
to engage anyone for such duty. ‘Should the activity of the past few 
years be continued it is hoped future provision for the publie conven- 
ience of the office and care of its records will have due consideration.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE. 


HONOLULU, H. L, December 31, 1898. 


SIR: I beg leave to submit the following report of the transactions 
of the bureau of agriculture, as commissioner and secretary of the 
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board, dating from May 14, 1898, at which date the position was ten- 
dered me upon the resignation of Mr. Marsden, my predecessor. 

On May 14 the board passed a resolution providing for monthly 
meetings, which have been regularly held on the first Friday of each 
month since. These meetings have been well attended by the mem- 
bers, giving their time from business hours freely, which I believe is 
fully appreciated by such of the public as are interested in the agri- 
cultural development of the islands—and who should not be when 
practically all of our national wealth is based upon the returns from 
. the soil? At a special meeting of the board held May 27 it was voted 
that Professor Koebele be granted six months'leave of absence to 
visit the United States and Mexico to collect parasites for the cut- 
worm, caterpillar, horn-fly, fluke, ete. He started on his trip the Ist 
of June, returning the first week of December. During this period he 
forwarded to this bureau numerous collections of insects, which I bred 
and liberated according to his instructions, and I believe much good 
will eventually come from this work, as has been the case in-the past. 
Professor Koebele will give details .of the work accomplished in his 
report. There is much interest manifested on the islands in the work 
he is doing so effectively, and it is to be hoped that his service may 
be retained indefinitely. With our extending commercial relations 
we are also increasing our chances for the importation and dissemina 
tion of various insect and fungus pests. These will be distributed 
more rapidly in the future than has been the case in the past, on 
account of greater facilities for intercourse between remote portions 
of the islands, brought about by the rapid development that will take 
place from this time forward, and it behooves us to avail ourselves of 
the best practical scientific knowledge possible. Scientific knowledge 
and the practical application of it are not always to be found in one 
person, and when such a one has been tried and not found wanting, 
we should hold fast to his services. 

. The board has passed a rule prohibiting the importation of soil, on 
account of the danger of importing the larve of numerous insects 
hibernating therein. It was in this way that the Japanese beetle was 
imported. Your commissioner, acting as inspector for the port of 
Honolulu, has eaused all plants coming in with soil on the roots to be 
earefully examined, the soil removed and destroyed when there was any 
likelihood of danger; also, notices have been sent to the principal 
points of shipment on the mainland and Australia, and served on the 
shipping agencies of Honolulu, that all plants to be received into the 
islands must be packed in moss, or otherwise without soil, with the 
result that few plants.are now received with soil on their roots. 

'The taboo on the shipment of plants from one island to another of 
the group has been removed. This regulation prevented the other 
islands sharing in the benefits derived from the government nursery 
and accomplished no special good. 

'There is serious apprehension on the island of Hawaii by the coffee 
planters that diseases affecting that industry may be imported, now 
that they have direct communication with the mainland. I am in 
receipt of a communication from Dr. N. Russel, president of the Olaa 
Coffee Growers’ Association, asking that some action be taken to pro- 
vide that island with the services of a competent scientific person, 
whose time could be devoted wholly to the work. It appears to me 
. that their request is founded on conditions that should receive care- 
ful consideration, and J would respectfully recommend that means be 
provided, at as early a date as possible, for complying with their very 


|

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reasonable request; for the industry of coffee growing has been held 
forth as promising good returns, and every safeguard that will result 
in the full realization of the greatest possibilities should be extended 
to this industry while it is in its infancy. - 

Your commissioner regrets to report that little headway has been 
made toward an exhibition of island products. It seems difficalt to 
get the people who have fruit and other products growing sufficiently 
interested to supply contributions for the purpose, and my time since 
entering upon the duties of the office has been so largely taken up 
with an extensive correspondence incident to the attention directed to 
the islands by annexation that I have not been able to make collections 
personally. However, now that I have been supplied with a clerk I will 
be able to engage in more outside work, including the collecting of 
suitable samples of products for such an exhibit. I have commenced 
the work in a preparatory way, and shall be able to give the subject 
more attention henceforth, and hope the plan will result in much 
good to the islands, by enabling visitors and others to become familiar 
with the agricultural products. : 

As stated above, the amount of correspondence received by this 
bureau during the past five months threatened to convert this depart- 
ment into an «information bureau.” Not only has the correspondence 
from those seeking information from abroad increased, but the local 
letter list has been greatly augmented by a desire on the partof planters 
for information pertaining to their various pursuits. By reference 
to the letter book, I find there have been three times as many letters 
written during the past six months as during the preceding six months, 
which will give some idea of the work involved, especially when very 
many from our own people asked for technical information that re- 
quired, in many instances, resort to text-books and often foreign cor- 
respondencé as well to obtain the information desired. 

The awakening interest in all that pertains to soil culture must be 
gratifying to those who have the development of our agricultural 
resources at heart, especially as in some instances this desire for infor- 
mation comes from native Hawaiians. There is imperative need of 
agricultural training schools and experiment stations, and it is to be 
hoped that the work in this direction may soon commence. The effort 


_ in this line inaugurated in the public schools is to be commended and 


should receive every encouragement possible. The services of this 
bureau have been extended wherever it has been practicable to 
render aid. 

The board has often expressed the opinion that the planting of 
shade trees along the publie highways should be undertaken by this 
bureau and be encouraged in private parties. The work of preparing 
trees for planting is now going on, but there is poor encouragement 
in the country districts for-planting shade trees along the publie high- 
ways when stockmen are permitted to use them for pasturing their 
animals. Some steps should be taken to abate the nuisance. If there 
is no adequate law on the statute - books, this defect should be reme- 
died at the first session of the Legislature. It is useless to expect’ 
either the natural or artificially planted forest trees along roadsides 
or on the plains to exist with the present pastoral conditions, and it 
is surprising to me that any observing person will defend live stock 
roaming at will in the forests against the accusation of their destruc- 


‘tive work, which is so evident on all hands. One defender in the 


public press says in effect: ‘‘See those large dead forest trees? Cat- 
tle did not kill them; they died of old age or other causes.” This is 
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very likely as true of the.forest tree as of the human family, but why, 
I would ask him, are there no young forest trees to take their place? 
Anyone knows that the young seedlings, trampled and ‘browsed by 
droves of cattle, never can thrive, for this is nature's only way of per- 
petuating her groves, and unless means are taken to prevent this 
destructive work going on it will only be a question of time till the 
mountain slopes will be as bare of trees as are the plains, which once 
were heavily clothed with timber, but from which the forest has gradu- 
ally receded before the resistless destruction of the pastoral industry. ` 

I do not wish to be understood as waging war on any industry, but 
rather to incite to higher and more advanced methods of stock raising. 
The days of the pastoral industry ate past on the mainland except in 
out-of-the-way places or on the great plains. Twenty years ago the 
same conditions as to stock raising existed in portions of the Pacific 
coast, where it took from 5 to 10 acres to carry a scrub cow or bullock 
through the year, and when a dry year came they died by the thou- 
sands. To-day, on the same land, the modern up-to-date farmer will 
keep two head of high-grade or thoroughbred stock on 1 acre, and 
with irrigation has no fear of the dry year; and the income from one 
of these cows is more per annum than from five of such as are com-’ 
monly seen on these islands. Yet the natural conditions are more 
favorable here than on the mainland for producing feed and bringing 
about the same favorable conditions as exist there at the present time. 
There is no valid reason, from a profit standpoint, why the present 
destructive methods should continue. 

From the report of Mr. David Haughs, in charge of the government 
gardens and the Nuuanu and Makiki forests, Iam enabled to make 
the following showing of work accomplished by the forest and nursery 
department: : ;

Mr. Haughs reports as follows for Nuuanu forest: 

During the year there have been planted 21,832 trees of the following varieties, 
viz: Acacia koa, Grevillea robusta, Casauarina equisetifolia, Casauarina quad- 
rivalvis,and Syncarpia laurifolia. There are about 16,000 or 18,000 trees, mostly of 
the various kinds of Casauarina, yet on hand for planting. 

. There are six Japs employed under the direction of Mr. G. H. Moore, 
who commenced work as forester for that station September 1. 

At Makiki Forest one Jap is employed keeping the trails in repair anå looking 
after mischievous persons, and to prevent damage by fire or otherwise; about 
6 acres of forest have been thinned. 1 

"Portuguese, who paid from 50 cents to $1.50 per cord for the wood, 
Standing, did the work of forest thinning. From the 6 acres the Gov- 
ernment realized $100.50, returning quite a fair rental, besides a good 
growth of forest trees left standing. 

This should demonstrate that waste lands could be made to return 
a good revenue to the Government if properly planted, especially 
when more valuable timber than is in the present forest could be 
grown. When the Casauarinas, now being planted, are ready for 
cutting, they should return a much larger revenue, not only being 
better for fuel, but when of proper size will be suitable for piles and . 
heavy timbers in wharf and bridge building. 

Casauarina and Koa are the principal trees being planted now. 
They are not only suited to soil and climatic conditions, but produce 
oxide valuable timber than the varieties of eucalyptus heretofore 
planted. 

There has been received from various parts of the world, on orders 
. Rent from this office, a variety of economic tree and plant seeds, 
among which may be mentioned: Hevea brasiliensis (Para rubber), 
Croton tighum (croton-oil plant), Piper nigrum (black’ pepper), 
Garcinia mangostane (mangostene), Sterculia acuminata (kola nut), 
Erythrina lithosperma (for coffee shade), Bassia latifolia, ete. In 
some cases the vitality of the seed was not sufficient to sprout them, 
but others are doing well, notably the Para rubber. When the vari- 
ous plants are well established they will be distributed where it is 
most likely they can be successfully grown. _Among other desirable 
trees the camphor will be given extensive trial as soon as stock is 
procured; the tree thrives well on the various islands, and it is hoped 
it may become of commercial value to the group. Quantities of the 
plants will be distributed, as soon as they are ready, to those who are 
willing to give them a careful trial. M 

A quantity of seed of the true Algeroba (Ceratonia siliqua) has 
been obtained from southern California and distributed through- 
out the islands, and a quantity has been placed in the hands of Mr. 
Haughs to propagate plants for distribution. It is believed this tree 
will prove as valuable for the higher elevations as a food producer for 
pupae as the common Algeroba (Prosopis dulcis) is for the lower 

ands. : 

The present location of the government nursery has become so grown 
up with the specimen trees planted years ago that there is not room 
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for making experimental plantings. Until a more commodious and a 
better location is provided very little can be done except to grow a few 
seedlings of various trees, etc., for distribution. This work could be. 
better and more economically done with better facilities. 

With the present accommodations the showing of practical results 
must necessarily be limited to much the same lines as in the past, and 
if this department is to accomplish a tithe of the work that needs to 
be undertaken larger and better accommodations will have to be pro- 
vided. The reservation on the Makiki side of Punchbowl slope offers 
Splendid opportunities for certain lines of work, and when funds are 
available there should be a showing made that will be a credit to the 
government, and be the central station of a system of experiment sta- ` 
tions that should be established on the various islands and at different 
attitudes. .With as wide a range of climatic conditions as are pre- 
sented on the islands no one location ean be made to give the best 
result experimentally. Hence, a well-arranged plan for a series of 
experimental stations should be formulated and put in operation at 
the earliest date possible. This department is now frequently called 
upon for information that can not be given except on a basis of posi- 
tive experimental results, and until such can be done we are falling 
short of what we should accomplish. 

What the planter needs is positive information based upon facts 
determined by local experiments, and the demand for such facts is 
increasing. Until the work is taken, up in a systematic manner by 
this bureau we can not look for any great advance in diversified 
agriculture.. : i . 

Report has been made to this bureau from some of the coffee dis- 
tricts of Hawaii of a fungus injuring the crop of berries, causing one 
side of the berry to dry and shrivel, arresting development, the beans 
from such being discolored and worthless. From the best informa- 
tion obtainable the conclusion was reached that the trouble was caused 
from local conditions of excessive moisture and poor drainage, caus- 
ing a sodden condition of the soil. Samples of infected fruit were 
sent to Washington, and in due time a report was received from B. T. 
Galloway, United States Government pathologist, as follows: 

The fungus is a Fusarium; so far as can be determined it has not been reported 
as occurring on coffee. The spores, or reproductive bodies, of the fungus are quite 
abundant on the surface of the berries, and the mycelium, or vegetative portion, 
penetrates the tissue in all directions. 

Similar fungi occur in this country on various plants and sometimes occasions 
considerable injury under certain conditions of moisture and heat. We see no 
reason for alarm in this particular case, however, and believe, with proper care, 
the disease may be held in check. Doubtless, surrounding conditions, such as 
soil, rainfall, etc., have much to do with the prevalence of the disease, and prob- 
ably in localities where the rainfall is not so great the fungus would not occur in 
sufficient quantity to be noticed. 

In the matter of preventive measures we can only suggest the careful gather- 
ing and destroying of as much of the diseased material as possible, together with 
the best cultivation, under existing conditions. By keeping the plant in a good, 
strong, growing condition much can be done toward holding the fungus in check, 
We have had no experience in the use of fungicides on coffee, but from the bene- 
ficial results in the case of other plants it is possible that good would follow the 
application of Bordeaux mixture. 

The first application should be made, if possible, in advance of the fungus, and 
further treatment every ten days or two weeks, about as suggested for the grape 
in Farmer’s Bulletin No. 38. Of course, in such a case as this, experiments will 
have to be made in a limited way at first, and then if the work is found beneficial 
it can be extended. 


It is well for the planters to maintain thorough vigilance, in the 
matter of various pests and diseases; but there should be no oceasion 
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for anyone to have grave apprehensions of disaster upon the slight 
provocations that are continually occurring in all lines of agricultural . 
pursuits. What is needed is a careful study of conditions producing 
the unfavorable as well as the successful results; the unsuccessful 
experiment will often be the most profitable in teaching how to pro- 
ceed, if we will only profit by the lesson. Al lines of work have their 
enemies to contend with, and the only safeguard is to be alert and 
progressive students of the conditions that have to be met. The cof- 
fee grower must not expect immunity from disease and insect pests, 
but prepare himself with a knowledge of his enemies and the reme- 
dies to apply. I would urge every community engaged in coffee . 
growing, or other lines of agricultural work, to meet together at least 
once a month for interchange of ideas. There isno line of education 
that is doing the agricultural class so much good as the farmer insti- 
tutes, horticultural societies, farmer clubs, and similar organizations. 

There is no way in which the average planter can increase his pros- 
pects of success so surely as with an honest interchange of ideas with 
his neighbors; and this can be best brought about by some sort of 
community gathering, where all can contribute their mite, and at the 
same time be benefited fourfold. Such organizations would very 
materially inerease the value of this department as a source of infor- 
mation. 'lhey would at once become the distributing ageney through 
which all information on matters of general interest could be dis- 
seminated, and place the whole community in touch with this bureau. 
So much has been accomplished in other countries in this manner, to 
the great benefit of all connected with the movement, that it is to be 
hoped something may be done in the same line here, by those 
interested. 

'The attention of this bureau has been called to the desirability of 
introducing silk culture into the islands by Mrs. E. P. Keeney, of San 
Diego, Cal. It appears to me that all the conditions for carrying on 
this industry are here, even to a class of people to whom such an 
industry would contribute profitable employment. 

With the idea of encouraging those who take an interest in such 
matters I have secured cuttings of the choicest varieties of mulberries, 
for producing food for the worms, and will secured some eggs, which 
will be placed in the hands of those who understand their care, for 
propagation as a source of further supply for distribution. 

The United States import from the Orient over $3,000,000 worth of 
raw silk annually, which passes our doors. With the extremely favor- 
able conditions and a large oriental population why should we not 
contribute to the supply, which is not adequate to the demand, and at 
the same time keep some of the money at home? 

The industry would be especially valuable to the young Hawaiians 
if they can be once interested in taking up the work. Instructions 
could be given through the schools, especially such institutions as the 
Kamehameha girls’ school. f 

Instructions and practical training in the work could be given to 
teachers in our Normal Training School, who could, in turn, take up 
the work with their pupils, using it not only as a nature study, but at 
the same time training the girls in a useful employment.

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REPORT OF THE ENTOMOLOGIST OF THE HAWAIIAN 
GOVERNMENT. 


HOoNOLULU, H. I., December 81, 1898. 


SIR: I herewith submit to you my report for the year1808. Having 
been absent from the islands a considerable part of the time, engaged 
inthe collecting and importing of beneficial insects, with which the best 
and only permanent effective results can be expected, no time has yet 
been found to ascertain what progress, if any, the recent arrivals have 
made. Again, numerous beneficial insects have been collected in 
various parts of California, Arizona, Texas, Mexico, and Pennsylvania. 
We have imported successfully two species of Omus, one Tetracha, 
and several Cicindela, of the Carabidw; most any species found were 
taken, yet particularly so with Calosoma,*the best enemies for cut- 
worm. Pterostichus and Amara were well represented. - We followed 
the advice of Dr. Howard and imported such parasites and enemies 
of the horn-fly as were met with. It also occurred to us that a very 
simple and, if successful, practical plan would be to introduce all 
such beetles that are known as tumblebugs, insects that roll up the 
manure in balls for burial; others that form tunnels of various sizes 
and lengths, generally direct under the dung and fill thesame. Some 
of thése beetles will. form burrowings about 1 inch or more in diame- 
ter and 2 feet in length, running out from the dung, between 6 and 12 
inches below ground; after filling the same a new tunnelis started in 
another direction. Often three and four such may be found on one 
spot, and the greater part of the dung buried all within a few hours 
by a single pair of beetles. 

Some of the manure is eaten up by the larve of those beetles; yet 

a good part of the same always remains buried. ` These beetles are 
not only of value in preventing the horn-fly from breeding by removing 
the manure, but they also benefit the soil by loosening and fertilizing 
the same. l : 
. In Mexico large numbers of a pale-colored coleopterous larvse were 
found in and under old cattle droppings, the head with its strong 
mandibles and first segment dark brown, two small fleshy projections 
on last segment; itis when full grown about three-fourths of an inch 
in length; often from 15 to 20 such larvee could be counted under one 
dropping, and here busily engaged in devouring the larve and pupse 
of flies breeding in manure. - The mature insect of this is a flat, shiny, 
black beetle, Hister, and is always met with under dung while search- 
ing for beetles. Many of these were collected and sent here. We 
have collected numerous species of hymenopterous parasites likely to 
prey upon cutworms. Also large numbers were bred from such larvae 
and sent here in pupa. state, as well as several valuable species of 
Tachina flies. 

Two very important insect pests have made their appearance on the 
islands during the year. These are the hornfly (Hematobia serreta, 
Rob-Desv) and the cabbage butterfly (Pieris rape, Schank), both 
coming from the west coast of the United States of America. The 
first has undoubtedly been imported with live stock and the second 
eame here with the quantities of cabbage brought. : 

Another common cabbage worm, Plusta brassice, has as yet not been 
observed, but may appear at any time. With Plutella oruciferaruwm, 
Zell, a cosmopolitan insect and of early introduction, we will have the 
list complete, so to speak, and it will become more and more difficult 
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to raise any of the cruciferous garden plants. Not even suspecting 
the presence of the Pieris butterfly here, we have sent and brought from 
the Atlantic coast large numbers of its most effective parasites, namely, 
Apanteles congregatus and Migrogaster glomeratus, Copidosoma trunc- 
tatellum, Dalman, of which some 20,000 specimens were liberated. 
It may not live upon the cabbage worm, yet both in Europe and 
America it has been bred from many hosts and it may be expected to 
breed here on the numerous Plusia larvæ, cutworms, the Pelua, the 
various Pyralid larvæ, where it finds plenty of hosts on the cocoanut 
trees. i | 
But one species of a lizard was sent here. 'lhisis Gerrhonotus car- 
rinatus, living among rocks in California. The specimens were sent 
to Lihue plantation and, may there help in the future to destroy the 
cane borer. ; 

Repeatedly we have been requested to import insectivorous birds to 
the islands, such as flycatchers, wrens, the titmouse, and others. 
While the above-named species very likely would prove tobe chiefly 
if not entirely insectivorous, yet it isa question what good we could 
accomplish with the same. They would help us rid the cocoanut of 
some of their Pyralid larve and pick up any other kind of worms 
coming intheir way during daytime, as wellas flies, etc. Iam positive 
that they equally as well will also destroy the various larvse of ladybirds, 
lace-wing flies, and parasites of the injurious larve, scale insects and 
aphids, which they themselves do not eat in sufficient numbers to 
keep them in check. We have had most remarkable success in over- 
coming the injurious effects of all the scale insects with predatious 
and parasitic insects introduced, so much so that most of the species, 
formerly covering nearly all the trees and shrubs, are rarely to be seen 
now. In fact, none of the sixty species or thereabouts known to exist 
on the islands can now be said to be detrimental to plants. Weare confi- 
dent of overcoming most if not all the injurious effects of insects upon 
plant life with the introduction of their natural parasites. And, more- . 
over, we also know that these predatious and parasitic insects never 
will become a source of complaint as we may expect even from the 
best of birds. : . 

The Japanese beetle (Adoretus wmbrosus) has gradually diminished 
on the island of Oahu, chiefly owing to the fungoid disease brought 
among them over two years since. During spring it appeared also in 
large numbers on the islands of Kauai and Hawaii, having now spread 
over all the islands. : l 

‘Specimens collected at Lihue, Kauai, during May, and others received 
from various parties on the same island, have always produced large 
numbers of Sarcophaga flies. Generally it is not admitted that these 
flies are parasitic, but said they only deposit their maggots upon death 
insects. Repeatedly we obtained larvee from Japanese beetles col- 
lected the night previous, while feeding upon rose bushes, ete. We 
obtained maggots of these flies from various Scarabeid beetles in 
Mexico, and have on numerous occasions observed the flies darting at 
and depositing their larve upon grasshoppers while on the wing, both 
in California and New Caledonia, where the flies were bred. 

So numerous were those maggots that we have had the greatest dif- 
ficulty in spreading the fungoid disease amongst the Kauaian material. 
It required the greatest vigilance and daily destruction of the fly mag- 


: gots to obtain the required result. The fly is very common on all the 


islands, and Brother Matthias, of Hilo, also reported the continuous 
appearance and destructiveness of the maggots amongst the beetles in 
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boxes, where it ib not possible for a fly to enter or even drop in its 
maggots. These dipterous larvze are also subject to the attacks of the . 
fungoid disease. We wish here to express our everlasting gratitude 
to Brother Matthias, of Hilo, who labored so faithfully and gratui- 
tously during the whole season, distributing over 200,000 of the infected 
beetles with two different species of fungoids. 

The introduced toads and frogs are still on the increase and their 
beneficial work is felt everywhere. Several thousand of the same: 
were collected and sent to the various islands during spring. We 
know that the California bats are still present; occasionally oneis seen, 
and we have been told of one coming into a room on two occasions 
during November, and this, unfortunately, had been destroyed. 

While in the State of Morelos, Mexico, during September, the Lan- 
tana question was looked into somewhat. Naturally, in its native 
home it may be expected that numerous insects will live upon the 
same, and in consequence the plant is never found to be a pest, as it 
proves in tropical countries where it had been introduced. 

The chief reason, no doubt, is the scarcity of seeds the plant is 
able to produce. Some five white flowering plants found were 
examined, and upon the whole not more than some six mature seeds 
` were noticed. Large numbers of immature berries were collected 
and from these various insects were bred. A small Trypeda fly, its 
larve living within the seeds, may be one of the most important. 
A Cecidomyid fly, a Chalcid form, may likely breed in the seeds. A. 
small Tineid was numerous, yet more so a Pyralid, which hatched out 
in large numbers. 

The larve of a small blue butterfly, a Lycæna, is feeding upon 
the young seeds. Besides, we breed a large number of parasites liv- 
ing on the insects above mentioned. The forms of Lantana so pre- 
valent here were only seen rarely and as small plants, apparently pro- 
ducing a few good seeds; yet on dissection it will be found that nearly 
all of these contain small larve of a dipterous insect eating out the 
same. In a pill box some of these seeds were preserved, and in due 
time a small black fly issued from some of them, the most becoming 
too dry. The insect has been pronounced a species of Acromyza. 

We are advised by authorities not to attempt the introduction of 
any of these insects, yet the Cecidomyid and acromyza flies deserve. 
our attention, while the rest of hosts are known to be more or less 
injurious. By a careful study of the lantana and its enemies in its 
native country we could doubtless find numerous insects detrimental 
to the same which could safely be introduced here. 

We have made arrangements for seeds to be sent, and shall pro- 
ceed with only the most careful caution. 


THE Horn-Fiy. (Hematobia serrata, Rob-Desv.) | 


About the middle of April my attention was called to a troublesome 
fly upon cattle, and on the 26th of the same month the first specimens ' 
were brought to me by the government veterinary surgeon (Mr. 
Rowat). On the 30th of the same month we visited the Kaneohe 
ranch where the fly had already become very numerous. On May 16 
a few flies were already noticed at Lihue, Kauai, and during the sum- 
mer it spread over all the islands. Much has been published in the 
various governmental reports in Washington about the habits and 
life history of the insect, which had been introduced from Europe 
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about 1886, and very likely in the vicinity of Philadelphia. From 
here the flies spread, and during 1891 they were reported from all the 
Eastern States, Canada to Texas, and west to the Mississippi Valley. 


APPEARANCE OF THE FLY ON OAHU. 


Mr. J. P. Mendonea, of the Kaneohe ranch, noticed the flies first 
during February, 1898, and we may infer that at least two to three 
months should be allowed before they became so numerous as to be 
noticed. The fly has without doubt come over with cattle from the 
west coast. 

Recently, on a return trip from Hawaii, some cattle were brought 
out to the steamer at Kawaihae, where it is required of the animals 
to swim about half a mile. Many of the flies were noticed to arrive 
with them, although only part of the head is above water during the 
distance, showing how tenaciously they cling to their prey. As late 
as 11 p. m. several flies were found around lights in rooms, even then 


‘rather active and hard to‘capture. It has been found in the States 


that the eggs are deposited during daytime, chiefly between 9 a. m. 
and 4 p. m., and more particularly during the warmer morning hours. 
They are laid singly and usually upon their sides upon the surface of 
wet dung the moment the latter is dropped. 

Upon hatching, the larvze descend into the dung, and here, in about 
five to six days, become full grown. The maggots have the usual bone 
color; are about two-fifths of an inch in length. The puparium is 
formed in the ground beneath the dung. In America the time elaps- 
ing from the egg to the adult is from ten toseventeen days, averaging 
about two weeks, and it is supposed there are seven or eight generations 
annually. In the perpetual warm climate of the islands we may 
reasonably expect twenty broods. The characteristic habit of cluster- 
ing about the base of the horn is developed only when the flies are 
quite abundant. When they average only a hundred or so, compara- 
tively few will be found on the horn. The horns are not the only 
resting place. A vast number of them cluster also upon the back, 
between the head and fore-shoulders, where they can be reached by 
neither head nor tail. 


REMEDIAL MEASURES. 


Everywhere in the States the injury of this pest has abated after 
the first two or three years in all localities where it had appeared, and 
we may expect the same conditions here. Around Honolulu at least 
the early stages of the fly are now almost entirely destroyed by our 
small brown ant, with its large-headed soldier. We found them in 
large quantities in every dunghill examined, and not a single fly 
maggot will escape destruction of these industrious little insects. 

It is also claimed that the mynah birds are destroying large numbers 
of the maggots. For the direct protection of cattle the remedy most 
generally adopted is the daubing of the parts most affected with some 
sticky, offensive substance to repel the flies. Of these a mixture of 
fish oil, or train oil, and tar in equal parts is found one of the most per- : 
manent and effectual. Train oil alone is used with satisfactory results. 


-Axle grease and tar, in equal parts, is also used with very good results. 
. Spraying with kerosene emulsion, or even pure kerosene, has not 
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proved a success at the Kaneohe ranch, where numerous experiments 
were carried on. 

For the destruction of the larve lime is spread daily over the dung- 
hills in some parts of the States, and it is claimed with good results. 
Here on the large ranches such remedy can not be thought of. Nor 
would the suggestion to spread out the dropping of manure, by draw- 
ing bushes across the fields, to rapidly dry the same, be of much value 
in the extensive field, more or less covered by Lantana and guava 

bushes. Such remedies could with advantage be applied in small 
pastures and around houses where the daily removal and burial of 
the manure has been found of great benefit. 

A machine for catching flies from the backs of cattle, and so afford- 

-ing the animals relief and comfort, has been invented by a farmer in 
Madison County, Ky. The flycatcher is a kind of covered pen or 
passageway, through which the animal must walk to secure relief. 
A few feet from the entrance there is a cupola or dome in the roof of 
the passageway, made of glass and arranged as a flytrap. Beyond 
this the passageway is in darkness. The animal walks through the 
machine and just as it passes the dome and enters the darkened part 
a set of bushes sweeps off the flies, which naturally rise into the lighted 
dome, and the steer passes out at the other side free from flies. The 
flies are retained in the dome trap. The inventor has experimented 
with his machine, and finds that animals soon learn the value of the 
machine and know enough to walk through it when the flies begin to 
bite. The device is said to be patented, but a plan involving the same 
principles has been in use among farmers for the destruction of horn 
flies for a year or two past. (Denver Field and Farm, April 25, 1894.) 
Such or similar machine, properly constructed, may be of value on 
some of the larger ranches should the numbers of the fly not soon 
decrease, yet we are in hopes this will be the case. 


THE CABBAGE BUTTERFLY. (Pieris rape, Schank.) 


_ The insect is a native of Europe and appeared in North America 
about 1857. Here it was first noticed during September, and is now 
quite common in and around Honolulu, having undoubtedly been 

. brought over on cabbages from.California, where it appeared some 
` four years since. . 

The yellowish, longitudinally ribbed eggs are deposited generally on 
the under side of the. leaves; from this the young larve hatch. ina 
few days and begin their destructive work upon various Cruziferous 
plants, particularly the cabbage. It is known in America to feed also 
upon cauliflower, mustard, turnip, radish, mignonette, sweet alyssum, 
gilly-flower, and nasturtium. Ordinarily the larva requirés about 

. two weeks until it becomes fully grown; here the time for its develop- 
ment will be considerably less, and as it breeds equally fast all the 
year round, it soon will spread over all the island, and some of the 
native Crucifere will not be exempt from its attacks. The full. 
grown larva is pale green, finely dotted with black, with a yellowish 
stripe down the back and a row of yellow spots along each side, yet 
none of the yellow markings are distinct. The chrysalid is variable 
in color, generally pale green and speckled with fine black spots. It 
is said in the United States that the chrysalid during warm weather 
in summer becomes a butterfly, usually in about two weeks. We 
have bred it here in half that time. x 


* 
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'The ehrysalids are destroyed in quantities by: the larvee of a minute 
parasitic fly, belonging to the family of Chalcide and known as Piero- 
malus puparum. This parasite has been present on the islands for a 
long time, as we have bred it from the chrysalid of the native butter- 
fly, Pyrameis tamehamea, and again has been repeatedly sent here 
from California during the season. 

: Another and most important parasite is Apanteles congregatus. 
This also was introduced here during the season from the United States, 
as well as many other species that may prey upon these larva. As to 
Copidosoma truncatellum, liberated here in such large numbers, it 
may breed upon the cabbage-butterfly larvze, yet more likely upon those ` 
of the numerous Plusia, which both in Europe and America it seems 
to prefer. It has been bred from larve of Agrotis, which represent 
our cutworms, Hadena, Leucania, Catocola, Hupithecia, and others. 
With this, as other injurious insects, we can not do better than to 
assist nature in establishing an equilibrium by introducing the known 
and unknown parasites preying on these and related larves.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


HONOLULU, December 31, 1898. 


SIR: The earliest appropriation made by the last legislature for 
work under this bureau was a special appropriation to repair the 
damage caused by a storm and floods which occurred on the 26th and 
27th of March, 1898, carrying away the bridges at Kahana, Punaluu, 
Laie Maloo, Laie Wai, in Koolauloa; and at Waimea, Anahulu, and 
Opeula, in Waialua, besides serious damage to the roads in à number 
of places. 

The same storm struck the south side of Kauai, carrying away the 
new bridges at Lawai and Palikea, in Koloa, besides making some 
bad euts in the Lawai Hoaea road; also three spans of the Hanapepe 
bridge and one of the piers of the Waimea bridge. Portions of the 
Hanapepe bridge were afterwards found on Niihau. 

The two bridges washed away from Opeula lodged on the reef, and

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were recovered and reerected, renewing some portions. The abut- 
ments were raised so that the bridges are 3 feet higher now than 
before.

Besides the ‘ieee spans put in at Punaluu, a fill was made 100 feet 
long and 9 feet deep in the middle. A cut was made by the flood 
across the Kahana beach, which for a time effectually closed the usual 
road. Ina few weeks, however, this was filled in by the surf, and the 
road along Kahana beach is as good as ever. 

The bridge washed out at Laiemaloo was only a 35-foot span, but 
was replaced by a 60-foot span, and besides this a considerable fill 
was made for the approach. The road was moved a few feet mauka 
toa point where a sandstone ledge on the Kahuku side afforded a 
secure foundation for abutment. 

At Laiewai there was very little damage to abutments, the bridge 
being floated off. Although most of the material was recovered, it 
was badly rotted and a new span was erected.

The bridge is located farther upstream, which necessitated the con- 
struction of road on each side leading up to it. The bridge which 
was earried out was a trestle bridge and was carried away by an 
accumulation of trees and rubbish brought down by the freshet. By 
putting two spans of 100 feet each ample space will be given for the 
passage of similar accumulations in the future. The erection of the 
bridge is nearly accomplished. i 

The bridges washed away at Anahulu were two footbridges of 60- 
foot span each. The highway for teams was through the river, but 
this flood cut the bed of the stream to sucha depth that fording 
became impracticable, and two 75-foot spans were made across the 
Kawailoa stream and a 40-foot span across the outlet from Ukoa fish 
ponds. A road between the two has also been constructed, which is a 
great improvement on the old road across the sand.

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The Lawai bridge was replaced with a longer span, and special care 
was taken in building the abutments, so it is hoped that with the 
increased opening a similar freshet would do no damage to the bridge. 

The Palikea bridge was also increased in span and better founda- 
tions put in for the abutments. ' 

At Hanapepe two spans of 75 feet each were constructed instead of 
the three spans of 50 feet which were washed away. The center pier 
is of hard-wood piles cased with cement. It was found that the old 
piles had been eaten nearly off by some animal whose action resembles 
that of the limnoria, but as the water is fresh it is not likely to be the 
Same. ; 

In repairing Waimea bridge it was thought wise to combine the 
repairs of flood dámage with those that had become necessary by rea- 
son of the age of the bridge, and the eight pile piers have been replaced 
with permanent masonry piers. Excavations were made in the river 
bed for the foundations to depths varying from 3 to 6 feet. These 
were filled with concrete to the level of the surface of the water and 
&bove this masonry piers were carried up to support the bridge.

Aide there is no government wharf at Kahului, it became 
necessary to determine how far the government would allow private 
wharves to be built into the harbor of Kahului, and the item is for 
traveling expenses of-Mr. Dodge, who went up to do this work. 


EXTENSION OF KIHEI WHARF. 


The wharf at Kihei has been extended a distance of 50 feet, keep- 
ing the original width of 30 feet, putting into each side a low section 
20 feet long g and 6 feet wide to facilitate the handling of light freight 
from. boats. 

At the request of the Kihei plantation a substantial derrick was 
erected on the wharf for handling machinery. The expense of this 
derrick was borne by the plantation. The original wharf was built 
on concrete piles, the extension on wooden piles cased with cement.

The large amount expended on the Pacific Mail wharf became nee- 
essary on account of the settling of the wharf, particularly at the 
Waikiki end. This was a surprise, as we had always found hard bot- 
tom at no very great depth in driving piles for this wharf. It may be 
accounted for by the change in the lower strata induced by dredging 
the material from the front and Waikiki end of the wharf. When 
the dredging was done, a very compact layer of black sand was 
found, at a depth of 24 feet, several feetin thickness. This layer has 
apparently softened by exposure to the water, and perhaps also from 


. the percolation of fresh water through it. Where formerly piles 


struck hard bottom at a depth of from 12 to 18 feet, now they are 
easily driven to à much greater depth. For a length of 100 feet it 
was necessary to replace nearly all of the piles in the wharf with 


longer ones. 
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The economy of the block and asphaltum pavement adopted for 
Sorenson’s wharf is shown by the small amount expended in repairs, 
as compared with other wharves. 

LANDINGS AND BUOYS, KAUAI. ` - 


The only expenditure from this appropriation was for Waimea 
wharf, $312.80. ' 


This was chiefly for renewing the floor of the oldest portion of 
wharf, which was originally of 14 lumber, and had become worn-out.

DREDGING HONOLULU HARBOR. 


A sand spit at Ewa side of channel, just outside of the light-house, 
was taken off in February. The slip between Sorenson’s wharf and 
the new Lime Kiln Point, or Emmes wharf, was dredged out in April 
and the first part of May. In August the knuckle on the Waikiki 
side of channel, opposite the makai end of the bar dumping ground, 
was taken off, and in October and November the edge of the channel 
at the same place was still further straightened, and the area dredged. 
in February deepened to 28 and 30 feet. Also, it was found that the 
old fish-market slip dredged in April had filled in to such an extent 
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‘that vessels drawing over 18 feet were bedded in the mud, and this 
was dredged out again in December, this time to a depth of 28 feet. 
The former dredging had left à bank of mud under the new wharf 
and this slid into the slip. The number of days the dredger was in

REMOVING POWDER MAGAZINE. 


The site selected for the new location of the powder storage maga- 
zine is on the reef makai of Kakaako, 600 feet from the shore. A 
space 74 by 100 has been inclosed by coral walls and filled to a height 
of 4 feet above low tide. This is connected with the shore by a road- 
way 14 feet wide, made by building a coral wall on each side and fill- 
ing in between to the same height. Most of the filling was brought 
from the bar dumping ground by means of a temporary track.

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ELECTRIC LIGHT, HONOLULU. 


Early in the year Mr. John Cassidy, who had been in charge of the 
government electric-light works for about seven years, resigned, his 
resignation taking effect February 9. His place was filled by the 
appointment of Mr. Stearns Buck, a man of considerable experience 
in electrical work in theeast.  . 

The amount expended from the appropriation is $7,947.12, the detail 
of which is given in the report of Mr. Buck which follows. 

The total number of incandescent lights furnished by the govern- 
ment is approximately 1,150; are lights, 107. If the total amount 
expended, including all line reconstruction, is charged up to cost of 
lights, the average cost of lights will be as follows for the year:

REPORT OF MR. BUCK. 


HoNOLULU, H. I., December 31, 1898, 


DEAR Sir: I respectfully submit the following report on the government light- 
ing system for the year 1898: 

The estimated cost of running street lights must necessarily be more or less inac- 
curate, for two reasons: First, the item for repairs-has been much in excess of 
what it will be in the future. There is more or less uncertainty as to the propor- 
tion of the running expense that should be charged to street lighting and the pro- 
portion that should be charged to incandescent lighting.

We will deduct from the total the item of carbons and the salaries of two trim- 
mers ($1,320), and we have remaining $11,925.82 to divide between the arc lights and 
the incandescent lights, which, with the additional expense of carbons and trim- 
mers’ safaries to be charged to the arc lights, gives us an expense of $7,584.21 for 
arc lighting and $5,962.91 for incandescent lighting. As we are running 107 arc 
lights, this means an approximate annual cost of $70.88 per lamp. 

In regard to the condition of the system, I would say that the greater part of it 
is now in good order, but there is still standing some of the old construction work, 
which should be replaced, as it is a menace to life and property. 

I have had to discontinue the work of rebuilding the system for lack of money, 
as there was no appropriation made for this purpose. 

I would, however, cail your attention to the importance of continuing to replace 
the old work, and estimate that it would cost about $3,500 to carry on the work to 
the end of the biennial period.

Dredging in Richards street slip was suspended after March 31 
until September, when it was decided to continue the work and to 
put the drilling apparatus into efficient shape. Two new scows were 
constructed, a 12-horsepower boiler put on one and a 15-horsepower 
on the other.

Papiha is a rock ledge projecting from the foot of the bluff at 
Nahiku. Around the edge of this ledge the water is 3 and 4 fathoms 
deep; consequently the surf does not break, even when the swells are 

, running high, and a boat can lie safely within a few feet of the rock 
at all times, with perhaps rare exceptions. To reach this ledge it is 
necessary to cut a grade 1,225 feet in length along the face of the cliff. 
A contract to do this work has been let to Wilson & Whitehouse for 
the sum of $2,618. A tramway will be laid upon this grade to bring 
freight from the landing to the terminus of the road to the homesteads. 

It was necessary to keep the tramway about 40 feet above sea level 
at the landing, which will make the handling of freight from boats 
very slow until the business will warrant putting in a steam hoist. 
A crane will be erected upon the ledge sufficiently high to deliver 
freight to cars upon the tramway.

REPORT OF THE AUDITOR-GENERAL FOR THE YEAR 1898. 


HOoNOLULU, February 4, 1899. 


Mr. PRESIDENT: Allow me to submit for your consideration the fol- 
lowing report of the auditor-general’s department for the year 1898: 

I assumed the responsibilities of this office on October 1, 1898, after 
spending several days with my predecessor, who with the greatest 
courtesy initiated me in the duties. 

Act 39, creating an auditor-general’s department, ete., in accordance 
with the provisions of which this department is administered, was 
approved May 24, 1898, and went into effect on July 1 of the same 
year. That the radical change and thorough reorganization of the 
audit office required by this new law was complete in three months, 
and the elaborate system of auditing and accounting inaugurated 
with so little friction, is due to. the experience and executive ability 
of my predecessor and testifies to the earnest cooperation of the 
deputy auditor and his corps of assistants. 

It is with considerable hesitation that I approach the task of com- 
piling the first annual report of this department since reorganization, 
after only three months’ experience. 

The question of how much detail to include, in order to give a clear 
idea of the operations of this department and the financial status of 
the government for the past year, has been difficult to decide, and can 
only be solved when all the departmental reports are taken as a whole. 
Therefore this report should be viewed, in a measure, as experimental.

BOOKS AND ACCOUNTS. 


All the books and accounts necessary to fully carry out the provi- 
sions of the audit act were duly opened on July 1, 1898, consisting of 
the following: Double entry set of books, warrant books, warrant 
record, list of salaried officers and government employees, six detail 
record books, and I have added a detail book for returns of public 
accountants. 

The ledger was opened with accounts for all the appropriations, etc., 
from a certified trial balance of the finance department books, cover- 
ing all the transactions of the government for the first six months of 
the period. 

To adjust differences between the appropriation bills of 1896 (under 


. which expenditures were made for the first few months of the year) 


and 1898, ledger transfers were made at the request of the departments 
under which the expenditures were incurred; but with these excep- 
tions all charges against appropriations have been made from books 
of original entry in this department, and credits for receipts, from 
duplicate treasury receipts required to be filed here by public account- 
ants. j

' The grand register contains a list of all officers of the government 
receiving speeifie salaries and all employees regularly serving under 
the different departments and bureaus, in aecordance with which the

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monthly salary warrants of officials are drawn and pay rolls of 
employees checked before approval, the number of the warrant drawn 
each month being entered opposite the name. 

'The detail books form a very important part of the records of this 
department and entail a vast amount of clerical work; but, I believe, 
are sufficiently valuable to repay all the labor and expense. Thestyle 
of book adopted was similar to those being kept by the attorney- 
general’s department and board of health to July 1, but which were 
turned over to this department on that date and have been continued 
under the same subdivisions. To these were added a book each for 
the departments of finance, interior, foreign affairs, and judiciary; 
these books are indexed and spaced off for all the appropriations passed 
for the biennial period. 

Under the appropriation titles are entered in detail all the bills and 
salary accounts for which warrants have been drawn, divided thus:

The detail of expenditures for the six months preceding the inau- 
guration of the present system is being written up as fast as possible 
from vouchers on file in the departments where such detail had not 
been kept. In this connection I would respectfully call your attention 
to the fact that no adequate means have been provided for the safe 
keeping of the record books and vouchers of this department, and urge 
the placing of a fireproof vault for that purpose.

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS. 


The monthly comparative financial statements were regularly pub- 
lished by the finance department for the first six months of the year . 
under review, and since which time by this department on the same 
general lines, with the exception of an account of warrants outstand- 
ing each month being added, in order to work out to the exact treasury 
eash balance. 

In addition thereto an annual comparative statemen (as prescribed 
by law) was published on the 21st of January, presenting in concise 
form the total receipts and expenditures of the government for the 
past two years. 


RETURNS OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS. 


In order to report as accurately as possible the full receipts of the 
government for the year 1898, I published a notice to public account- 
ants early in December, requesting them to make prompt returns to 
the treasury of all moneys received to December 31, and with the 
approval of the minister of finance the treasury books, as well as the 
books of this department, were kept open until the 10th of January 
to receive deposits as of December 31. 

The result was very gratifying. Out of 70 public accountants who 
make sworn statements of. receipts to this department, only one, viz, 
the district magistrate of Koloa, failed to make his deposit for fines 
and costs in the time specified. In order to fully comply with the 
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provisions of the audit act it is my purpose to check the returns of 
publie aceountants from original entries in the different departments, 
bureaus, and subbureaus of the government.authorized by law to 
Pe publie revenues and compare the same with sworn returns on 
file here. i 

The result of such checking and auditing and possible recommen- 
dations suggested thereby, to be embodied in the next annual 
report, or to be made the subject of special reports from time to 
time, as circumstances may dictate. 


STATISTICAL FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


Necessarily the larger and most valuable part of this report will be 
found in the following detailed statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the government for the past year. 

In general form and composition the biennial report of the minister 
of finance for 1897 has been followed, and where comparative state- 
ments are given for several years back the figures relied on are taken 


verbatim from said report and the subreports of bureaus included 


therein. x 

The receipts are given first by departments and bureaus and then 
in detail, showing sources of revenue. 

Preceding the expenditures is a statement of appropriations made 
by the council of state and legislature for the biennial period, show- 
ing deductions and additions made to correct clerical errors in the 
different acts as printed in the session laws of 1898; the expenditures 
are detailed by appropriations in the usual form, with a column 
added for warrants unpaid to December 31, followed by a recapitula- 
tion by departments and bureaus.

APPENDIX. 


AUDITING DEPARTMENT REGULATIONS No. 1. 
PERMANENT SETTLEMENTS AND SALARIES. 


Under the provisions of the new audit law all persons and officers 
of the government specifically named in the “salaries and pay rolls 
appropriations” bill, and all other permanent employees of the gov- 


H. Doc. 287——8 
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ernment receiving regular monthly salaries, will be paid from the 
audit office after July 1, 1898, by individual warrant on the treasury. 

To insure the completeness and promptness of the issuance of each 
month's salary warrants by the auditor-general, complete pay rolls or 
lists of employees, containing name, official title or position, and 
amount of monthly pay of each employee, will be required to be 
deposited with the auditor-general by the heads of the several depart- 
ments as soon as practicable before the last day of each month, such 
pay rolls or lists bearing the approval of the head of the department 
employing such persons. 

Upon the receipt of such pay rolls or lists the auditor-general will 
issue individual warrants in favor of the employees named therein, 
and said warrants will be forwarded to the payees by. the bést practi- 
cable method. 


PAY ROLLS. 


For mechanics and laborers and others temporarily employed pay 
rolls will berequired, specially certified to by the officer directly incur- 
ring the expense that the services charged for have been faithfully 
performed. Upon the approval of such pay rolls by the auditor-gen- 
eral he will issue a warrant in favor of a disbursing officer, duly 
authorized by the head of the department employing such labor. Such 
disbursing officer will receipt temporarily for such warrant, draw the 
money from the Treasury, and immediately pay the same to the 
laborers or employees entitled thereto, taking the individual receipts 
therefor, and as soon as practicable thereafter return the receipted 
pay roll to the auditor-general, receiving in return therefor his tem- 
porary receipt and being thus discharged from further liability. 

The law specially prohibits the auditor-general from holding at one : 
time more than one such temporary receipt from the disbursing officer 
for pay rolls under the same item of appropriation. 


BILLS. 


It will be the aim of the auditing department to make monthly set- 
tlement by warrant for all valid claims against the government. In 
order that this may be done, bills for material, supplies, and inci- 
dentals will be required to reach the auditing department as soon as 
practicable after the close of each month, through the department or 
bureau incurring the expense, said bills to be made out on uniform 
pill, heads which will be furnished by the several departments, to 
contain items of one month only (except in thé case of quarterly, semi- 
annual, or annual rents, subsidies, and the like), and must specify 
the following particulars, viz: 

Marginal dates, showing date of actual supply of goods. 

Quantities supplied; i. e., number of pounds, tons, dozen, ete. 

Rates charged, so that numerical calculations can be verified. 

If material or labor is furnished in accordance with contract or ten- 
der, the same is to be stated in the bill. 

Said bills also to be specially certified: to by the officer of the gov- 
ernment directly incurring the expense, that the material, supplies, 
and incidentals have been received in good order and condition. | 

It will be the duty of the several heads of the departments and 
bureaus to present, not later than the 10th of each month for expendi- 
tures on the island of Oahu and not later than the 15th of each month 
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for expenditures on the other islands, to the auditor-general a sum- 
marized statement of all bills of the previous month fulfilling the 
above conditions, together with the bills, in budgets or summaries, 
under the titles of the several appropriations to which they are charge- 
able, each budget to contain bills of one month only and to bear the 
approval of the head of the department incurring the expense. The 
auditor-general, on receipt of such budgets, will proceed to check the 
bills contained therein, and when approved will issue warrants in pay- 
ment of the same. Warrants will in every case be drawn in favor of 
the person to whom the government is directly indebted unless such 
person indicates by indorsement on his bill some other person in whose 


favor he desires the warrant to be drawn.

CONTRACTS AND TENDERS. 


Copies of all contracts, agreements, and accepted tenders for mate- 
rial or labor, together with a copy of the advertisement calling for 
such contract or tender, must be filed with the auditor-general at the 
time of acceptance. 

The above regulations governing bills for material, supplies, and 
incidentals will apply to bills on account or in full of contracts and 
agreements. : 


TRANSCRIPT OF TREASURY CASHBOOK, 


The registrar of publie accounts shall transmit to the auditor-gen- 
eral daily a transeript of his eash transactions of the day previous as 
recorded in the treasury eashbook, in such form as shall be agreed 
upon between the minister of finance and the auditor-general. 


PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS. 


Sworn returns of collections of revenue or other moneys will be 
required to be made monthly to the auditor-general as heretofore, by 
publie aecountants in Honolulu not later than the tenth, and by the 
publie accountants out of Honolulu not later than the fourteenth day 
after the expiration of each month. 


EFFECT OF REGULATIONS. 


These regulations go into effect and have the force of law at the same 
time with the new audit law—i. e., on and after July 1, 1898.

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Duplicate freasury warrants will be issued by the auditing depart- 
ment for originals lost or destroyed only after the following regulations _ 
have been complied with, viz: 

1. Notice of the loss must be sent as soon as possible to the treasury 
department and audit office, requesting that payment be stopped, giv- 
ing the number of the warrant, amount, name of “payee,” and the 
appropriation against which it was drawn. 

2. Notice of the loss must be advertised in some newspaper pub- 
lished in Honolulu or Hilo, giving particulars as above. 

3. If the warrant was issued in payment of a specific salary, the 
official receiving the same, or for whom the same was intended, must 
make a statement in writing addressed to the auditor-general, giving 
the particulars of loss and requesting that a duplicate be drawn 
therefor; such statement to be accompanied by two copies of the 
advertisement. 

4. If the warrant was issued in payment of a salary ineluded in a 
“regular pay roll” or for a bill, the statement and request required 
above must be made by the person in whose favor the warrant was 
drawn. 

No duplicate will be issued within three months of the date of the 


notice of loss.
